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About the Guide 


The Computerworld Buyer’s Guide to Large Sys- 
tems Hardware is a reference manual containing con- 
cise descriptions of computer systems and peripher- 
als and short profiles of the vendors offering those 
products. In addition, this guide lists vendors of me- 
dia and supplies as well as leasing companies. 

With the exception of memory devices and control- 
lers, products in this guide do not include microcom- 
puter systems or peripherals. These systems will ap- 
pear in the Computerworld Buyer’s Guide to 
Microcomputer Hardware, which is scheduled for 
publication in late September. 

This guide contains three major product sections, 
each preceded by a fold-out tab divider identifying 
the products listed within that section. The three tab 
dividers are: Terminals, Printers and Teleprinters 
(Section A); Computer Systems, Storage Devices and 


Leasing Companies (Section B); Plotters, Digitizers, 
Controllers, Memory Devices and Suppliers (Section 
GC). 

In cases where several different types of products 
are contained within one tab section, a gray-colored 
page with a product classification identifier is insert- 
ed in front of the listings for that particular product 
grouping. 

Preceding the product listings is a vendor profile 
unit (Section V). 

The front of the guide features a special magazine 
containing articles concerning the state of the indus- 
try, technology overviews of specific products and is- 
sues pertaining to large systems hardware. 

Also featured in the guide are separate indices 
which provide a method for quickly locating the di- 
verse products listed in the guide. 


PRODUCT LISTINGS The product listings contain pertinent technical 
specifications for the products listed in the guide. 
Technical data includes information on operating sys- 
tems, memory requirements, transmission character- 
istics and speeds, capacities and recording speeds, 
among others. 

Within each product category the listings are ar- 
ranged in alphabetical order by vendor, with product 
descriptions following in alphabetical order by de- 
vice name or model number. Certain product catego- 
ries are broken down into subcategories to enable the 
reader to locate a product more easily. For example, 
the listings for printers are sorted by print technique 
— serial, line or page printers. Within each print tech- 
nique the products are further sorted by the print 
speed. Therefore if the reader is searching for a high- 
speed line printer, he can locate all the products that 
meet those criteria in one section of the listings. 

Other products with ‘subcategories are as follows: 
computer systems are broken down by mainframes, 
superminicomputers and minicomputers/small busi- 
ness systems; tape drives are listed by technology — 
reel-to-reel, cartridge or cassette — and within each 
technology type are listed according to tape speed; 
disk drives are listed by drive type — rigid or Win- 
chester — and within each type are listed according 
to capacity; teleprinters are listed by technology — 
automatic send/receive, keyboard send/receive and 
receive-only; and terminals are listed by whether they 
are intelligent, smart or conversational devices. 

All product listings contain information on pur- 
chase terms, pricing, installation statistics and month- 
ly maintenance fees when vendors supplied such 
data.

Editor's Note 


It’s 1984 and the big, mysterious computer is keep- 
ing track of every move you make. 

Wrong! The scenario hasn't quite worked out that 
way. What has happened instead is that Everyman has 
become fascinated with computers and computer ma- 
nia seems to have seized the nation. Although not yet 
as common as office equipment, personal computers 
are cropping up on desks in every imaginable indus- 
try. An estimated 2.5 million personal computers have 
been shipped over the past two years. 

During the past couple of years the computer in- 
dustry has captured the imagination of the public, re- 
sulting in cover stories in popular publications such 
as Time and Newsweek, and a barrage of amusing con- 
sumer advertising on television and in magazines and 
newspapers. 

Suddenly the mystique of computers is evaporat- 
ing. Instead of being viewed as powerful, omniscient 
presences, computers are becoming friendly help- 
mates. But this increasing reliance on computers is 
creating havoc in central computer installations. 
Desktop computer users are making enormous de- 
mands on the big machines in the central processing 
facilities. Somehow the tables have turned and the 
master has become the slave. 

Today’s information processing executives are 
struggling to maintain control of all the technology 
filtering throughout the organization. A recent Com- 
puterworld readership survey revealed that keeping 
pace with technological developments was the major 
concern of MIS executives today. In addition, these 
executives also have to balance the trade-off between 
having the latest in-house technological wizardry and 
the costs of deiivering that technology. 

One consultant reports that personal computer us- 
ers in one organization gobbled up so much informa- 
tion processing resources that they soon demanded 
an IBM 3083 of their own to satisfy their data base and 
information interpretation requirements 


Despite its enormous corporate girth, IBM contin- 
ues to have an awesome presence in the changing 
automation marketplace not only due to its agility in 
developing new products but also because it has been 
able to create ancillary financing and distribution 
channels. It’s hard to think of a world without the IBM 
Personal Computer, yet that machine was not avail- 
able until late 1981. And only two years prior to that 
time, IBM’s public statements indicated the firm 
would stick to the high end of the market. In the en- 
suing 2% years since the introduction of the PC, it is 
estimated IBM has-captured about 30% or more of the 
personal computer market. Moreover, recent moves 
by the firm have allowed IBM mainframe software to 
be downloaded to the XT version of the PC, a strategy 
which further links its micro products to the IBM 
mainframe. 

IBM’s clutch on the market has yielded a new re- 
sponse from competitors. Recent pronouncements 
from Sperry Corp., Burroughs Corp. and Digital 
Equipment Corp. stating their systems will ‘‘accom- 
modate” the IBM environment may be setting the 
tone for the future competitive atmosphere. 

The rumored slow demise of the mainframe and 
minicomputer markets has not transpired. Although 
no longer glamorous, these systems are the backbone 
of the industry and will continue in that role for some 
time to come, in part thanks to the demands of micro 
systems.

New Vintages, 
Increased 
Performance 


By Jean Page 


Fifteen years ago only three functions could be packed 
on @ single semiconductor chip. Today chips with more 
than 3,000 functions are not unusuai. This means there 
is more computing power on a single chip than was 
available on a single system 15 years ago. New semi- 
conductor fabrication techniques, which resemble the 
goings-on in the most fanciful science fiction movies, 
bave permitted spectacular advances in this technology 
which forms the backbone of the computer industry. The 
following article is a primer on some of the new develop- 
ments in chips. 

Although sales of all types of 
computers are increasing, the 
boom in personal computers 
is a major factor in the in- 
creased demand for semi- 
conductors. Current esti- 
mates suggest that personal 
computers will account for 
more than 50% of increased 
semiconductor consumption 
this year. 





Component lead times are in- 
creasing in all areas, but pressure 
on the devices used in personal 
computers is significantly greater, 
particularly for Intel Corp.’s 8086 
and 8088 8-bit microprocessors 
and 64K-byte dynamic random-ac- 
cess memories (RAM). The most 
complex chip in volume produc- 
tion today is the 64K-byte comple- 
mentary metal oxide semiconduc- 
tor (CMOS) static RAM chip, 
which contains more than 400,000 
functions and uses less power than 
the standard MOS technology. 

Sales of semiconductors are ex- 
pected to increase 34% during 
1984. Semiconductor manufactur- 
ing is a capital-intensive industry, 
but even with a projected 62% in- 
crease in capital expenditures this 
year by suppliers of semiconductor 
manufacturing equipment, it is 
doubtful these manufacturers can 
keep pace with the demand such 
expenditures suggest. The major 
growth limitation factor in 1984 is 
the semiconductor manufacturers’ 
ability to bring production capacity 
on stream. 

Even dramatic technological ad- 
vances are not enough to satisfy 
the needs of today’s computer 
user. In the areas of meteorology, 
physics, aerodynamics and voice 
and image processing, speeds up 
to three orders of magnitude faster 
than existing processors can offer 
are required. 

One solution to the problem is 
to build higher density integrated 
circuits. Computer designers have 
progressed from the use of small- 
and medium-scale integration de- 
vices through large-scale integra- 
tion to very-large scale integration 
devices. The possibility of cram- 
ming more than 10,000 gates on a 
single circuit made computer man- 
ufacturers consider the value of 
designing or procuring applica- 
tion-specific integrated circuits. 
These are devices that are custom- 
made to meet a vendor’s system 
functions. 

Three major approaches to ap- 
plication-specific integrated cir- 
cuits are available: full custom, 
gate array and standard cell. Full

custom devices are designed from 
scratch for a specific computer 
manufacturer. The entire device 
will be unique to that vendor's ap- 
plication. 

Gate arrays, on the other hand, 
are ordered arrays of logic gates 
that are prefabricated except for 
the final interconnect layer. The 
design of this interconnect layer 
customizes the devices to the com- 
puter manufacturer’s require- 
ments. Because only one layer of 
the device has to be designed, a 
gate array can be designed and 
produced much more rapidly than 
a full custom circuit. 

The standard cell approach falls 
midway between the other two. 
The integrated circuit is designed 
using a data base of standard func- 
tions that can be organized in a 
regular pattern to facilitate inter- 
connection. Some manufacturers 
are offering standard cells that par- 
allel the familiar 7400 logic family 
to make the designer’s job easier. 
Standard cell products offer faster 
implementation than custom de- 
vices and more efficient use of sili- 
con than gate arrays. 

There are a number of advan- 
tages to be gained from working 
with application-specific integrat- 
ed circuits. By integrating many 
functions onto fewer semiconduc- 
tor devices, the computer designer 
uses less printed-circuit board 
space, which reduces the final cost 
of the system. Also, because it is 
much more difficult to copy an in- 
tegrated circuit than it is to copy a 
computer made from standard 
semiconductors, application-spe- 
cific circuits make it more difficult 
for a vendor’s competitors to copy 
their designs. 

The decision of which of these 
three application-specific integrat- 
ed circuit approaches to use in a 
system is normally made on the ba- 
sis of time constraints. Because 
only one layer of customization is 
necessary for a gate array, this type 
of circuit can be produced in 10 to 
14 weeks. The components of a 
standard cell device are prede- 
signed, but it requires a full manu- 
facturing process so a comparable 


standard cell device may take 16 to 
18 weeks to produce. 

A full custom device requires a 
completely new design and a full 
manufacturing cycle, so this ap- 
proach would take at least 30 to 35 
weeks to complete. 

For the same function as other 
devices, gate arrays make the least 
efficient use of silicon, a basic 
component of integrated circuits, 
and full custom circuits make the 
most efficient use of this material. 
This means a full custom device is 
the least expensive to produce, but 
given the time to design the prod- 
uct, custom circuits are only eco- 
nomical when a large number are 
required. 

The number of devices needed 
influences the application-specific 
circuit technique used. Gate arrays 
are most cost-effective when 1,000 
to 10,000 devices are required; 
standard cell techniques are best 
when 10,000 to 50,000 devices are 
needed; and above 50,000 devices, 
a full custom design becomes the 
most economical approach. 

Another major factor in the 
trend toward application-specific 
circuits is the availability and 
growing sophistication of comput- 
er-aided design (CAD) tools. This 
is especially important in the de- 
velopment and use of the standard 
cell approach. One of the main ad- 
vantages of using CAD in semicon- 
ductor design is the ability to place 
the designed logic onto semicon- 
ductor components. These pro- 
grams, known as automatic place 
and route programs, put very heavy 
demards on existing mini comput- 
ing power used in CAD. 

It has also become impossible 
to test today’s complex semicon- 
ductors exhaustively, and design- 
ers are looking to artificial intelli- 
gence machines for help in 
developing effective test patterns 
for the devices they design. 


Packaging Trends 


The ability to produce very 
dense chips creates its own prob- 
lems because of the high number 
of I/O pins required for the com- 
plex devices. The traditional dual 
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in-line pin package becomes un- 
wieldy above 64 pins so new ap- 
proaches have been sought. 

One approach is chip carriers, 
which are low-profile packages 
with connections on all four sides. 
They offer a viable packaging alter- 
native up to 80 pins. Above this 
level, pin grid arrays that look like 
a bed of nails, with I/O pins pro- 
truding from the bottom of the 
package at right angles to the 
plane of the package, seem to be 
the best solution at present. 

A more radical approach to the 
problem of packaging is to do 
away with it altogether. Two inno- 
vative examples of bare-chip as- 
sembly methods are used in the 
Hewlett-Packard Co. HP 9000 32- 
bit computer and the Honeywell, 
Inc. DPS 88 supercomputer. In the 
HP 9000, integrated chips are 
mounted directly on a Teflon-coat- 
ed, copper-core circuit board 
called a finstrate, which combines 
the function of cooling fins with a 
ceramic substrate. The finstrate 
provides both multilayer electrical 
connection and a means of heat 
dissipation. Honeywell used tape- 
automated bonding in an innova- 
tive way in its DPS 88 range of su- 
percomputers. After attachment to 
the bonding frame, the chips are 
mounted, active side down, on a 
multilayer ceramic substrate. They 
are attached to the substrate with 
an epoxy that conducts heat but 
not electricity. Each substrate unit 
is 80mm square, can hold up to 
110 chips and is water-cooled. 
These are only two examples of 
how companies are addressing the 
problems of assembly and inter- 
connect technology. 

When it is possible to crowd 
400,000 functions onto a single cir- 
cuit there is a speed problem 
which focuses on the rate at which 
information can be passed from 
one chip to another. Interconnect 
becomes the limiting factor. Sever- 
al semiconductor companies are 
trying to solve this problem by de- 
veloping wafer-scale integration 
(WSI). If 400,000 functions can be 
crowded onto a single chip \-in. 
square, imagine how many could 
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be included on an entire silicon 
wafer several inches in diameter. 

Trilogy Systems Corp., in Cu- 
pertino, Calif., is using WSI in the 
design of its new computer. The 
wafers are organized into zones or 
blocks, each dedicated to a specif- 
ic computer function such as RAM, 
read-only memory (ROM) or driv- 
ers. By building more circuits than 
are needed onto the wafer, the 
manufacturers can eliminate non- 
functional elements at the testing 
stage. This technique, known as re- 
dundancy, is almost essential in 
wafer-scale integration. 

Besides Trilogy, two recently- 
established semiconductor manu- 
facturers are directing their efforts 
toward wafer scale integration. 
They are Wafer Scale Integration, 
Inc. in Santa Clara, Calif. and Mosa- 
ic Systems, Inc. of Troy, Mich. Wa- 
fer Scale Integration plans to build 
memory devices using CMOS tech- 
nology and a semicustom ap- 
proach. Mosaic Systems is consid- 
ering WSI in terms of packaging 
rather than innovative circuit de- 
sign. This packaging technique 
takes the form of two metal grids, 
aligned at right angles, sandwich- 
ing a disk of amorphous (noncon- 
ductive) silicon. Integrated cir- 
cuits are bonded to the metal lines 
and programmable electrical fus- 
ing is used to connect them to- 
gether. 

The search for speed has also 
led to the development of alterna- 
tives to silicon integrated circuits. 
Gallium arsenide devices have re- 
ceived considerable attention re- 
cently. Gallium arsenide has been 
used for a long time in discrete 
semiconductors, devices that have 
only one function on each chip. 
The problem with gallium arse- 
nide is growing crystals without 
impurities. 

Because of its higher electron 
mobility, gallium arsenide offers 
devices that function at speeds up 
to six times faster than silicon de- 
vices. New production and pro- 
cessing techniques have made the 
development of these circuits easi- 
er and, although it will probably 
never replace silicon as the major 


semiconductor material, it is ex- 
pected to find applications in high- 
speed computing functions. 
Scientists have long experi- 
mented with Josephson junctions, 
a high-speed circuit that employs 
superconductors operating at tem- 
peratures approaching absolute 
zero. Although IBM recently an- 
nounced its intention to abandon 
research into Josephson junctions, 
the Japanese Agency of Industrial 
Science and Technology still con- 
tinues to regard these devices as 
important in the development of 
fifth-generation computers. 


Computer Design Trends 


Hardware cost was a dominant 
factor in the early days of computer 
design. This put design constraints 
on computers which can still be 
seen in today’s machines. Today, 
software accounts for about 85% of 
computer costs and _ innovative 
computer designers are beginning 
to consider approaches that make 
more effective use of the relatively 
low-cost hardware that is available. 

Because the chips themselves 
have become so inexpensive, it is 
possible to have a large number of 
processing chips in a system rather 
than adapting the program to make 
the best use of a limited amount of 
processing chips. 

Parallel processing and data- 
flow architecture are processor-in- 
tensive approaches that are being 
developed by industry and the uni- 
versities. One approach to parallel 
processing uses an array of pro- 
cessing elements placed at regular 
intervals in a lattice of programma- 
ble switches. Each processing ele- 
ment is a computer with its own lo- 
cal memory. Such an approach 
lends itself very readily to the use 
of wafer-scale integration, offering 
yet another example of the synergy 
between semiconductor technol- 
ogy innovation and the develop- 
ment of computers.o

Mainframes 
Still the 
Main Course

With all of today’s buzzwords — fourth generation languages, 
natural languages, microprocessor chips, local-area networks, op- 
tical disks and data base machines, an article about mainframes 
may be the last thing on someone's reading list. After all, main- 
frames have been commercially available since the mid-1950s, 
and are now in their third or fourth generation, depending on who 
is doing the counting. 

With the advent of the minicomputer and the small business 
computer, classifying computer systems has become a confusing 
task. Even though everyone knew what was meant by the term 
mainframe, many people had difficulty coming up with a crisp 
definition. It seemed to be an intuitive process; computer systems 

that were sold for broad general purpose 
applications such as payroll, inventory, 
sales analysis and accounts receivable 
were referred to as mainframes. But 
minicomputers have matured in the 
marketplace. Minis have graduated 
from 8-bit to 16-bit and now to 32-bit 
architectures and have capabilities 
that far exceed even the largest 
mainframes of just a few years 

ago. The IBM 4300 series has 

been long considered a 
general-purpose system 

fully program-compati- 

ble with its System/ 

360 and System/370 

cousins. However, 

when the 4361 was 

announced last fall, 
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IBM referred to the system as its 
new supermini. 

Thus, at all levels of computer 
capability, new technologies, new 
architectures, changing user bases, 
distribution channels and software 
availability are blurring historical 
definitions. This article will focus

on the large-scale general-purpose 
and scientific computers repre- 
sented by such systems as the IBM 
3080 series, Burroughs Corp. 
B7900, Sperry Corp. 1100 series, 
NCR Corp. 8600, Control Data 
Corp. Cyber 170, Honeywell, Inc. 
DPS 88 and Cray Research, Inc. 
systems. 

Perhaps the dominant main- 
frame development during the last 
two years has been the sense of re- 
newed enthusiasm for the high 
end of the market. Large terminal 
networks, increased emphasis on 
data base systems, the require- 
ments of IBM’s MVS/XA operating 
system and the strong economic 
recovery are creating a huge de- 
mand for more processing power. 
This demand for millions of in- 
structions per second (mips) has 
been estimated by some to be in- 
creasing in excess of 50% per year. 

Recent analyses conducted by 
researchers at International Data 
Corp. (IDC) show that the pro- 
cessing power of the installed base 
of IBM mainframes grew by 24% in 
1983. And the processing power 
shipped in 1982 and 1983 will 
have almost equaled that of the 
previous twenty years. 

In fact, although they are often 
referred to as the dinosaurs of the 
industry, mainframes are once 
again becoming part of the infor- 
mation processing frontier. As stra- 
tegic assets, the central manage- 
ment information systems (MIS) 
operation is becoming increasing- 
ly critical. In just about any indus- 
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try one looks at, leading compa- 
nies are using large data bases to 
build new products or streamline 
company-wide operations. Fiexi- 
ble and effective information sys- 
tems are emerging as major com- 
petitive weapons. 

Very large on-line systems can 
consume computer resources at an 
amazing rate. One large organiza- 
tion handles high-volume transac- 
tions to a centralized data base 
from over one million remote de- 
vices. Although configurations uti- 
lizing many smaller CPUs 
networked together could perform 
the same task, there are many com- 
pelling arguments to consider the 
economies of scale offered by a 
very large mainframe solution. 

The evolution of natural lan- 
guage systems will also require 
vast CPU resources. Other applica- 
tions on the horizon that will re- 
quire extremely fast processing 
rates include the interpretation 
and processing of image data, 
voice recognition systems and 
complex multidimensional graph- 
ics. 

Some pundits have argued that 
the success of the microprocessor- 
based personal computer and oth- 
er innovative micro-based small 
systems will have a negative effect 
on the continued market growth of 
mainframe computer systems. Ex- 
actly the opposite is probably true. 
Rather than stunting mainframe 
growth, the exploding personal 
computer market will fuel the fire. 
Think about it. Literally millions of 
professionals have some degree of 
computer literacy because of the 
acceptance of the personal com- 
puter. 

But the key point is that new us- 
ers are quickly grasping what their 
personal computer does best. 
More importantly, they have a 
much better understanding of how 
that mysterious corporate main- 
frame can help them to be more 
productive. 

A MIS executive from a major 
aerospace firm recently estimated 
there were 1,000 personal comput- 
ers throughout the organization, 
but suspected that many more than 


that probably existed. Only a hand- 
ful had any access to the compa- 
ny’s vast network of very large 
mainframes. However, the execu- 
tive said plans were in place for 
nearly all of the personal comput- 
ers (not IBM, by the way) to be 
connected to the network within 
the next 10 to 12 months. 

A large majority of personal 
computer users are in a very simi- 
lar situation. In the United States 
alone, over 2.5 million personal 
computer systems have been 
shipped to the business or profes- 
sional user in the last two years. As 
software packages emerge that 
successfully link the micro to the 
mainframe, MIS. managers will 
have their hands full controlling 
and managing the capacity re- 
quirements for the corporate data 
center. 


IBM and the Compatibles 


Between 70% and 80% of the 
shipments of high-end mainframes 
belong to IBM and the plug-com- 
patible manufacturers, with IBM 
getting more than the lion’s share. 
Big Blue has become a very ag- 
gressive competitor in this market 
segment (and all other ones, for 
that matter). Even at list price, IBM 
offers very competitive processors. 
Depending on the situation, spe- 
cial discounts may be offered, par- 
ticularly where very large configu- 
rations of peripherals are involved 
in the deal. Despite IBM’s success 
with its Personal Computer, its 
mainframe (including the 4300 se- 
ries) and peripheral markets are 
where the action is. Last year, these 
two product categories still ac- 
counted for well over 50% of IBM’s 
revenues. 

Another key factor is IBM’s con- 
tinuing emphasis on outright sales 
revenues, particularly for main- 
frames. Ironically, prior to 1956, 
IBM offered their equipment only 
on a rental basis and the early pur- 
vhase-to-lease ratios were hardly 
believable by today’s standards. 
Purchase prices were set deliber- 
ately high to discourage customers 
from buying their equipment. But 
during 1983, outright sales ac- 





counted for 87% of IBM’s domestic 
processor revenues — an all-time 
high. 

The large-scale mainframe 
product line at IBM consists of the 
3080 series family, a group of six 
processors field-upgradeable from 
the smallest to the largest. Perfor- 
mance ranges from roughly 4 to 28 
mips across the line. The first mod- 
el was introduced back in 1980 and 
has continued to evolve since that 
time. Most importantly, IBM made 
its first significant departure from 
the basic 360/370 architecture first 
introduced in 1964. This new Ex- 
tended Architecture (XA) expand- 
ed the addressable address space 
by a factor of 100. Additional in- 
structions and other features were 
also added to the base architec- 
ture. Many of the changes were im- 
plemented in such a way to make it 
much more difficult for the com- 
patible manufacturers to duplicate 
the functions. : 

In late February of this year, 
IBM made a very unusual an- 
nouncement affecting its 3080 pro- 
cessor line. Six new and improved 
“xX” models were introduced, of- 
fering performance improvements 
of between 5% to 14%. The im- 
proved models are functionally 
identical in every way to the prede- 
cessor versions. However, no up- 
grade from the earlier version to 
the improved version was offered, 
apparently due to reasons of cost 
and complexity. Previous 3080 se- 
ries users were offered reduced 
price upgrades within the earlier 
family. 

Why make such a move at this 
time? Several factors may have 
come into play. Clearly, IBM is at- 
tempting to migrate high-end 4300 
users to either the 4381 Gr the 3080 
series with MVS/XA. 

For those users of DOS and VS1, 
IBM has offered special incentives 
to convert directly to MVS/XA and 
bypass an intermediate conversion 
to MVS/370. IBM has firmly stated 
the smaller operating sytems will 
not support XA features, although 
this is not the case with the 4381. 

The announcement of the im- 
proved models is a likely attempt 
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to prove the 3080 series product 
line (and XA in particular) will re- 
main a viable alternative for some 
time to come. in addition, users of 
the improved models will gain 
more benefits as XA continues to 
evolve. The reason for changing 
product design in midstream 
seems to be more related to future 
system developments than it does 
to any current tactical move. 

IBM’s next generation of pro- 
cessors (code-named Trout) will 
almost certainly be upwardly com- 
patible with both versions of the 
3080 series. However, it is highly 
unlikely that either version will be 
field-upgradeable to the Trout se- 
ries. February's announcement 
may delay the introduction of the 
anticipated Sierra series, which 
was predicted to appear in late 
1984 or early 1985. 

What about the IBM plug-com- 
patible manufacturers? In the high- 
er performance range of main- 
frames, there were never more 
than two competitors — Amdahl 
Corp. and National Advanced Sys- 
tems, Inc. Storage Technology 
Corp. (STC) announced plans a 
couple of years ago to develop and 
manufacture a large IBM-compati- 
ble mainframe. After spending mil- 
lions of dollars in R&D, STC re- 
cently scrapped the project, 
leaving only a fraction of the origi- 
nal team to continue on with the 
complementary metal oxide semi- 
conductor (CMOS) development. 
Because of their current position 
in the compatible peripherals mar- 
ket, STC has missed an opportunity 
to become the first fully IBM sys- 
tem-compatible alternative. 

Trilogy Systems Corp. also put 
together a very impressive financ- 
ing package to develop an IBM- 
compatible processor. The compa- 
ny was founded by Gene Amdahl, 
who developed the first successful 
large IBM plug-compatible proces- 
sor for the company which still 
bears his name. Another of Trilo- 
gy’s objectives was the develop- 
ment of an advanced technology 
which would allow for extremely 
large numbers of circuits to be 
placed on a single ‘‘wafer” rather 


than a tiny silicon chip. Both Digi- 
tal Equipment Corp. and Sperry 
Corp. invested substantial sums of 
money in return for certain rights 
to the technology. In January, Tril- 
ogy announced that they had en- 
countered technical difficulties 
with the technology development, 
and the program has been very se- 
riously delayed until well into 
1985. 

After some tough times making 
the transition from its 470 to the 
580 series, Amdahl Corp. seems to 
be back on track. The initial ver- 
sion of the 580-5860 did not per- 
form to its promised specifica- 
tions, and the company shipped 
nearly 20 machines that later had 
to undergo extensive modification 
once the problem was finally re- 
solved. Unfortunately for the firm, 
these problems occurred at just the 
time IBM was fully geared up to 
build 3080 series processors. 

The firm’s latest processor an- 
nouncement, the 5867 and 5868 
are attached- and dual-processor 
versions of the 5860. The units of- 
fer up to 1.4 times the performance 
of the 5860 and appear to counter 
IBM’s recent announcement of the 
X models for its 3080 line. Unlike 
the X models, the 5867 and 5868 
employ the same basic technology 
as the older 5860. Therefore, cur- 
rent users of Amdahl’s 580 line can 
field-upgrade to the newly an- 
nounced processors. 

Amdahl has also broadened its 
product line with recent communi- 
cations processor announcements 
and is having success with its 6000 
series of storage products, which 
are IBM 3350 and 3380 plug-com- 
patible disk drives. These drives 
are made by Fujitsu Ltd., Amdahl’s 
Japanese supplier, and Amdahl 
seems to be able to sell all that Fu- 
jitsu is willing to provide them. 

With all of IBM’s recent activi- 
ties regarding difficulty of obtain- 
ing certain optional software mate- 
rials, the folding of some key 
operating system functions into 
the microcode, and the enormous 
size of MVS/XA, it is a wonder 
there is no other alternative oper- 
ating system on the market. 





Amdahl certainly has the re- 
sources and the people to develop 
an alternative operating system 
and there is a strong possibility the 
company will announce an operat- 
ing system in the near future that is 
more efficent and has less system 
overhead. Early reports on IBM’s 


n terms of 
shipments, the other main- 
framers appear to be losing 
market share to IBM and the 
compatibles. Some are look- 
ing at strategies which 


might be described as “‘sur- 
rounding” IBM. 


MVS/XA are less than favorable. 
The new operating system re- 
quires more system resources than 
anticipated and users are not real- 
izing the full benefits that XA was 
designed to provide. 

National Advanced Systems 
(NAS), a wholly owned subsidiary 
of National Semiconductor, is the 
only other IBM-compatible com- 
petitor in large-scale systems. NAS 
markets and supports a family of 
processors made entirely by Hita- 
chi Ltd. in Japan. The versions mar- 
keted by NAS are fully compatible 
with IBM, unlike the version mar- 
keted by Hitachi in Japan. It locxs 
as though NAS has survived the en- 
tire IBM/Hitachi scandal of 1983 
and will continue to remain a via- 
ble competitor in the plug-compat- 
ible marketplace. NAS quickly re- 
solved their differences with IBM, 
and the trade secret issues are now 
history. 

Hitachi has recently announced 
it will deliver a 31-bit addressing 
operating system for its high-end 
M series computers in the third 
quarter of this year. These include 
two M series processor groups — 
the M-260 and M-280. 

Both Hitachi and Fujitsu are se- 
rious competitors of IBM in the 
Japanese marketplace. Because the 
Japanese versions of the main- 
frames are rot fully IBM-compati- 
ble, large computer users in Japan 
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rely solely on their mainframe sup- 
plier for a total systems solution. 
Mixed vendor shops are almost 
nonexistent in Japan. The Japanese 
market shares in the IBM-architec- 
ture segment are divided nearly 
equally among the three suppliers. 

It is interesting that Hitachi and 
Fujitsu also market their ‘‘native’’ 
systems in the Australian market. 
However, Amdahl is also active in 
Australia with the fully IBM-com- 
patible versions of the same main- 
frames. The Japanese makers have 
thus been able to test their success 
in direct marketing outside of Ja- 
pan. More importantly, Japanese 
firms can learn how to manage and 
operate a business in a style much 
different than that which exists in 
Japan. Results to date have not 
been favorable. Although gaining 
some market share, Fujitsu's oper- 
ations in Australia have been un- 
profitable since their entry there 
over five years ago. Hitachi's direct 
marketing activities have just be- 
gun in Australia. 

That raises the question of 
whether the Japanese vendors will 
attempt to enter the U.S. main- 
frame market on a direct basis. Be- 
cause full IBM-compatibility is 
such a key issue in the U.S. market- 
place, and because the service and 
support issues are so much broad- 
er than in the very small Australian 
snarket, it seems highly unlikely 
that the Japanese would attempt 
such a strategy without the partici- 
pation of a U.S. partner. The ar- 
rangements that currently exist 
with Amdahl and NAS are more 
than likely to continue in the fore- 
seeable future. 

The ‘Bunch’ — Burroughs, 
Sperry (formerly Sperry Univac), 
NCR, CDC and Honeywell — are 
all scrambling for new opportuni- 
ties. In terms of shipments, they 
appear to be losing market share to 
IBM and the compatibles. Some 
are looking at strategies which 
might be described as “‘surround- 
ing” IBM. For example, they are 
focusing their attention on smaller 
end-user departmental systems 
and providing a communications 
gateway via IBM’s System Network 


Architecture to the IBM (or simi- 
lar) host computer. The only prob- 
lem with that approach is that IBM 
has already thought of it and is fe- 
verishly working on improvements 
to their own small systems product 
line. 

Burroughs has recently an- 
nounced the first of a new line of 
mainframe computer systems. As 
the first entry in the new A series, 
the A? represents a departure from 
the internal implementation of 
current Burroughs large-system ar- 
chitecture as well as those offered 
by other companies. The architec- 
ture allows multiple functions to 
occur simultaneously within the 
main processor. This new model is 
compatible with the entire family 
of Burroughs mainframes and en- 
hances the vendor’s capability to 
protect and to maintain their cur- 
rent installed base of customers. 
Burroughs is not likely, however, 
to attract many new users outside 
of their current customer base. 

Honeywell has decided not to 
spend any additional money in the 
development of large mainframes 
and has signed an agreement with 
Japan’s Nippon Electric Corp. 
(NEC) to distribute NEC’s large 
mainframe computers. Honeywell 
will now focus their resources on 
software development for its big 
systems. NEC and Honeywell have 
had various licensing agreements 
over the years, and the NEC main- 
frames look remarkably like the 
mainframes formerly made by 
General Electric Co., whose com- 
puter division was acquired by 
Honeywell when GE decided to 
drop out of the computer business. 
At this time, the arrangement 
seems like an astute move that will 
enable Honeywell to remain active 
in the mainframe business. 

There have been a number of 
joint venture agreements involving 
the Bunch companies. One of 
Sperry’s recent mainframe an- 
nouncements is a product that will 
be made for them by Mitsubishi 
Electric Industrial Corp. Sperry is 
the number two company in the 
mainframe marketplace in terms of 
value of shipments. The 1100 se- 





ries has done exceptionally well 
for them, and they have continued 
to announce newer models that 
provide a clear upgrade path for 
their own installed base of users. 
Sperry has always done well in the 
federal government marketplace 
and last year closed two very large 
orders, one of which was for 153 
Sperry 1100/60 systems and 20,000 
terminals. One of Sperry’s most in- 
teresting announcements last year 
was a compatible version of the 
IBM Personal Computer which 
will connect to both Sperry and 
IBM mainframes. 

NCR and Honeywell have also 
signed a joint agreement. This one 
will allow Honeywell to use an 
NCR 32-bit microprocessor to de- 
velop small- and medium-size 
computers. 

Although NCR has been quiet of 
late, it has recently anr-ounced sev- 
eral new products and is making 
an effort to shift its emphasis to 
smaller systems, which seems to 
have worked extremely well for 
them. 


Control Data’s strategy has not 
changed much over the years ei- 
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ther. CDC has designed main- 
frames for years with the require- 
ments of the scientist and engineer 
in mind. CDC mainframes have al- 
ways competed well in those com- 
puting environments where the 
applications have very high com- 
pute-to-I/O ratios. They will con- 
tinue to provide high-performance 
products in this market niche, but 
show absolutely no signs of at- 
tempting to enter the more lucra- 
tive commercial DP market. 

CDC made a brief attack at IBM 
with their IBM-compatible Omega 
series but have since dropped this 
product line. The Omega was de- 
signed and manufactured for them 
by IPL Systems, Inc. CDC and Cray 
Research, Inc. are the only two ma- 
jor companies in the so-called su- 
percomputer market. In order to 
achieve exceptionally high perfor- 
mance, especially on highly com- 
pute-bound problems, very cre- 
ative computer architecture 
designs are required. Systems up 
in this range generally perform ex- 
ceptionally well on the problems 
which they were designed to solve 
and often perform very poorly on 


general-purpose type applications 
workloads. Cray has placed a num- 
ber of systems in research labora- 
tories and universities throughout 
the world. it will be the Japanese, 
not IBM, however, who will pro- 
vide the future threat to CDC and 
Cray in this highly specialized su- 
percomputer marketplace. New 
products have already been an- 
nounced by Fujitsu and Hitachi 
and their entrance in the U.S. mar- 
ket is almost certairi 

The mainframegiis very much 
alive. From the vgndor’s point of 
view, however, th dollar value of 
mainframe shipmynts is growing at 
a rate far less tha) the many other 
segments of the? information pro- 
cessing industry. From the user’s 
viewpoint, pride/performance ra- 
tios have incréased 20 times over 
the past 20 ye4rs and will continue 
to do so. Tbe end is not yet in 
sight.c

Minicomputers 
Adding to 
The Menu

The minicomputer industry is in the most signifi- 
cant period of transition in its twenty-year history. 
New microprocessor-based architectures, the per- 
sonal computer explosion, further upward exten- 
sion of superminicomputers, the growing impor- 
tance of end-user markets and the need for broad 
channels of distribution are all factors contributing 
to the change. Product lines of major minicomputer 
vendors are being restructured to feature integrated, 
multifunctional, open architecture systems and easi- 
er to use end-user software tools. Sales channels are 
being realigned to incorporate end-user marketing 
as well as mass marketing of personal computers. 

Three major challenges face the major minicom- 
puter vendors — the need to integrate personal 
computers and workstations into their product lines; 
the need to counter IBM’s aggressive thrust into 
markets which are the major opportunities of the 
mini suppliers; and the need for channels of distri- 
bution which cover the unusually large breadth of 
the market. 

The leading companies — Digital Equipment 
Corp., Hewlett-Packard Co. and Data General Corp. 
— are in the process of adjusting to new strategic 
goals. Other compariies — such as Prime 
Computer, Inc.; Datapoint Corp.; Man- 
agement Assistance, Inc./Basic Four 
(MAI/Basic Four); and _ Perkin- 

Elmer Corp. (PE) — are strug- 
gling to regain past 
momentum, 





while others such as Genera! Auto- 
mation, Inc. (GA), Computer 
Automation, Inc. (CA) and Modu- 
lar Computer Systems, Inc. have 
settled in as ‘‘niche’’ vendors. Add- 
ed to the traditional competitors is 
a current crop of new market en- 
trants including such potentially 
significant contenders as Tandem 
Computer, Inc.; Apollo Computer, 
Inc.; Convergent Technologies, 
Inc.; Stratus Computer, Inc.; and 
Encore Computer Corp., to name a 
few. 

When DEC introduced the first 
commercial minicomputer in the 
mid-1960s, the PDP 8, many indus- 
try observers scoffed. After all, 
what could be done with a com- 
puter which had a 12-bit word 
length, 4,000-word memory, few 
peripherals and even less soft- 
ware? 

The answer, initially, was that it 
was useful for real-time monitor 
and control applications in manu- 
facturing and in the laboratory. De- 
spite the not unreasonable initial 
skepticism, DEC and its early com- 
petitors persevered and by the ear- 
ly '70s had emerged as an estab- 
lished sector of the computer 
industry. 

The minicomputer component 
of what is now properly labeled 
the information industry has al- 
ways defied clear definition. Sever- 
al key events have shaped the 
growth of the minicomputer in- 
dustry. The period through the 
mid-1970s saw the founding of 
minicomputer manufacturers such 
as Computer Control Co. (ac- 
quired by Honeywell, Inc.), DG, 
HP, GA, CA, Interdata Corp. (ac- 
quired by PE), Prime and so on. All 
of these companies were started 
when the primary mini market was 
for real-time control applications. 

During this period, the mini- 
computer served as a germinal 
component for a number of market 
niches. These include small busi- 
ness systems from MAI/Basic Four 
and Wang Laboratories, Inc.; key 
disk data entry system manufactur- 
ers CMC International, Inforex, 
Inc., Entrex, Inc. and Sycor, Inc.; 
programmable controller manu- 
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facturers Modicon and Cutler- 
Hammer, Inc.; general purpose 
microcomputers from  Pro-Log 
Corp. and Intel Corp.; computer- 
aided design and manufacturing 
(CAD/CAM) manufacturers, such 
as Adage, Inc., Applicon, Inc. and 
Evans and Sutherland Computer 
Corp.; and terminal-based distrib- 
uted systems from Datapoint 
Corp., Four Phase Systems, Inc. 
and Mohawk Data Sciences Corp. 
With the exception of the key disk 
data entry class, all of these mar- 
kets are now important compo- 
nents of the information industry. 
In addition to manufacturers of 
these system products, the mini- 
computer industry also served as a 
catalyst for the industry’s peripher- 
als and software components. The 
manufacture of unique peripherals 
for minicomputers and microcom- 
puters is a thriving business. The 
peripherals industry developed 
performance and cost-compatible 
tape drives, disk drives and line 
and serial printers for minis, as 
well as subsequently downscaling 
their products for the microcom- 
puter. Companies such as Ampex 
Corp., Dataproducts Corp., Diablo 
Systems, Inc., Century Data Sys- 
tems, Inc., Centronics Data Com- 
puter Corp. and Control Data 
Corp. are representative of early 
suppliers of such peripherals. To- 
day, the larger minicomputer man- 
ufacturers still build a substantial 
proportion of their peripherals, 
even as the independents thrive. 
Since 40% to 60% of a mini man- 
ufacturer’s revenues are typically 
derived from OEM sales, an impor- 
tant early development was the 
emergence of the so-called soft- 
ware houses — firms which devel- 
op applications programs. These 
firms, which mainly serve as one 
important distribution channel for 
the manufacturers, were founded 
to service customers of the mini- 
computer manufacturers. The 
manufacturers, by offering OEM 
discounting, helped to stimulate 
the growth of this group. In the 
early 1970s a large number of sys- 
tems houses were formed and to- 
day their population numbers in 


the few thousands — typically 
these companies are small in size 
($1 million to $10 million in reve- 
nue). 

As minicomputer technology 
has evoived into higher perfor- 
mance systems, systems software 
requirements have kept pace. The 
range and complexity of the re- 
quired system software has 
strained the development capabili- 
ties of the equipment manufactur- 
ers so that, by necessity, they have 
looked to independent system 
software firms for products such as 
language compilers — Pascal and 
C; data base managers — Oracle 
Corp.’s Oracle and Relational 
Technology, Inc.'s Ingres; word 
processors — MicroPro Interna- 
tional Corp.’s Wordstar; electronic 
mail — Integrated Technologies, 
Inc.’s Soft-Switch; and lately, solid- 
modeling CAD processors — 
Prime’s Medusa. The availability of 
such products from software ven- 
dors has greatly facilitated recent 
system manufacturing startups. 


Forces at Work 


Changes in the competitive en- 
vironment are forging unprece- 
dented change in the structure and 
practices of business. Increasingly, 
information technology plays a key 
role in business strategies that ad- 
dress this changing competitive 
environment. One of the more ap- 
parent examples is computer-inte- 
grated manutacturing in the auto- 
mobile industry. But similarly 
dramatic developments are occur- 
ring in such industries as financial 
services, health services, publish- 
ing and retailing. 

Companies often owe their new 
operational capabilities to the 
products offered by minicomputer 
vendors. These products fall into 
two broad system categories — 
data and text systems and monitor 
and control systems. Although 
monitor and control applications 
are clearly growth areas, the stron- 
gest market growth is for data and 
text systems for applications rang- 
ing from factory materials resource 
planning systems to insurance 
agent support systems. 





Because the market for data and 
text systems is IBM’s turf, mini- 
computer vendors must produce 
systems that can coexist with those 
of IBM. Furthermore, and most im- 
portantly, minicomputer vendors 
must develop products that inte 
grate OA and DP functions — sys- 


L_Because the

tems in demand by Fortune 1,000 
companies, financial services com- 
panies or government agencies. 
The market for integrated office 
systems will grow from $1 billion 
to $23 billion by 1988, according 
to some market estimates. A di- 
verse range of competitors — tra- 
ditional DP vendors, personal 
computer vendors and office sys- 
tem and communications system 
suppliers — are flocking to this 
market, with mini manufacturers 
only one of a number of classes of 
participants. 

Major market opportunities for 
minicomputer vendors are for de- 
partmental systems, local systems 
(such as those for branch offices) 
and for systems which deliver ser- 
vices directly to an organization’s 
customers. 

There appear to be only a few 
minicomputer manufacturers who 
have the resources to address the 
office market as integrated system 
suppliers effectively. At this time, 
they are Wang, DEC, Hewlett- 
Packard and Data General. Present 
trends show DEC, HP and DG sig- 
nificantly expanding their partici- 
pation in this market. It is likely 
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that within five years, rather than 
being viewed as minicomputer 
companies, the dominant compo- 
nent of their markets will be office 
systems, as is presently the case for 
Wang. 


DEC 


Despite problems which sur- 
faced in 1983, DEC is emerging as 
a major participant in the integrat- 
ed office information products 
market. DEC is well positioned, 
thanks to the breadth of its product 
line, to address the departmental 
computing and end-user comput- 
ing markets which are the core of 
the office systems market. 

The company has extended its 
already good data communications 
capability with its acceptance of 
the Ethernet standards and by 
forming relationships with private 
automatic branch exchange 
(PABX) suppliers such as North- 
ern Telecom, Inc., Mitel, Inc. and 
Rolm Corp. 

DEC’s All-In-1 office automa- 
tion system is well conceived and 
it is likely that its personal comput- 
er products, though off to a rocky 
start, will become a significant fac- 
tor in this market. In addition, 
DEC is committed to providing a 
solution to integrate or to accom- 
modate its products with those of 
IBM and Wang. 

Moreover, the company has ex- 
tended its bread-and-butter gener- 
al-purpose VAX line upward (VAX- 
11/785) and downward 
(MicroVAX) as first steps toward 
regaining ground lost to competi- 
tors in the recent past. Its steps to 
support clustered VAX configura- 
tions and to gain access to wafer- 
scale technology through its asso- 
cation with Trilogy Systems Corp. 
are indicative of DEC’s recognition 
of the need to redress its weak- 
nesses relative to systems products 
such as the IBM 4381 and DG 
Eclipse MV/10000. 

Furthermore in 1984, DEC is ex- 
pected to announce more capable 
high-end systems to compete with 
future top of the line processors 
for the departmental market from 
IBM, DG and other superminicom- 


puter vendors. Overall, from its 
public pronouncements, DEC ap- 
pears to be on the right track as it 
realigns its product lines for the of- 
fice systems market. 

It remains to be seen if its reor- 
ganization, begun in 1983, will 
speed up the slow pace of large 
machine development typical of 
its performance in the recent past. 

Perhaps the greatest challenge 
which the company faces is the re- 
alignment of its marketing and 
sales organization to address the 
end-user market more effectively. 
DEC’s reorganization in 1983 be- 
gan the process of streamlining its 
bureaucracy and changing the 
company environment from being 
engineering-driven (through the 
product groups) to being market- 
ing- and sales-driven. This shift in 
emphasis has resulted in revenue 
responsibility being transferred to 
DEC’s sales organization. 

The old product line groups 
have been changed into four mar- 
keting groups — _ applications, 
base products, channels and indus- 
try — which report to the geo- 
graphic management centers of 
the sales organization. Needless to 
say, changes of this magnitude 
need time to shake down. DEC’s 
improved earnings reported for its 
last quarter were probably 
achieved despite the reorganiza- 
tion, not because of them. 

Despite the serious nature of 
the problems DEC is grappling 
with, its customer base, product 
lines and financial strengths 
should serve to buy the company 
time as it transforms itself into a 
major supplier of integrated office 
products. 


Wang

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eral-purpose, medium-scale busi- 
ness data processors. Its 2200 and 
VS series of general-purpose mini- 
computer systems account for 
roughly 50% of the firm’s reve- 
nues. 

Wang has had a steady stream of 
product announcements recently 
which augment its Alliance System 
and Wangnet office products. 
These include the VS 85, an entry- 
level 32-bit system; extensions to 
the Office Information System 
(OIS) family; additions to the ag- 
ing 2200 series including en- 
hanced telecommunications and 
Winchester disks; the Professional 
Image Computer; and a plethora of 
other products for the office. 

Wang also moved ahead last 
year with plans for satellite com- 
munications products and services 
to be developed in connection 
with United States Satellite Sys- 
tems, Inc. and also entered into an 
agreement with Bolt Beranek and 
Newman, Inc. to design an internal 
network based 11 that firm’s pack- 
et-switching tec. nology. Wang in- 
dicated that this system may be ex- 
panded in the future to provide 
value-added communications ser- 
vices to their customers. It is also 
rumored that Wang is developing 
its own PABX product. 

Wang has enjoyed exceptional 
growth, enabling it to reach the $2 
billion annual revenue level. To 
date, Wang has achieved good 
market penetration of medium to 
large accounts with its WP prod- 
ucts and, to a lesser degree, with 


its VS processor products. Like 
IBM, DEC and DG, Wang address- 
es the office systems market up to 
and including departmental sys- 
tems. The integrated systems mar- 
ket is the next testing ground for 
Wang. With its prolific product de- 
velopment program, Wang is rich 
in products for the integrated of- 
fice systems market. It faces signif- 
icant competition from DEC and 
Data General as its seeks to sustain 
its strong position with large ac- 
counts. 


HP and DG 


Hewlett-Packard appears to be 
taking a more niche-oriented ap- 
proach to the integrated office 
market. Its product lines stress the 
addition of office automation fea- 
tures to existing data systems that 
primarily serve the technical and 
professional marketplace. In addi 
tion, the company offers a broad 
range of desktop systems for pro- 
fessionals, including the HP 9000, 
a 32-bit system, and its recently in- 
troduced HP 150 personal comput- 
er. The workhorse HP 3000 line 
continues to evolve for the depart- 
mental market. Integration of the 
desktop systems with the HP 3000 
line are also anticipated in the near 
future. 

HP has always stressed end-user 
sales. With its product and market- 
ing strengths, it will be interesting 
to follow its strategy for this mar- 
ket. Past performance suggests that 
Hewlett-Packard has the innova- 
tiveness and customer base to cap- 


ture the office systems niches that 
it targets. 

DG has gone through a difficult 
transformation in changing its mar- 
keting emphasis from OEMs to 
end users. To achieve this, DG 
added a new layer of middle man- 
agement, heavily represented by 
ex-IBM managers, and expanded 
its product lines for the office sys- 
tems market. These additions in- 
clude a broader supermini product 
line, the CEO multifunctional of- 
fice system and a personal comput- 
er line. The supermini line, which 
ranges from the Eclipse MV/4000 
to the top of the line MV/10000, is 
highly regarded in the industry. 
This series is a strong candidate for 
the departmental computer which 
can serve as the hub of an integrat- 
ed office system. Furthermore, the 
CEO system has received a good 
initial market response. 

The company’s recent perfor- 
mance indicates a significant turn- 
around. Data General appears to 
be emerging as a strong competi- 
tor in this market.o

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The business graphics market consists of three major applications — 
decision support, presentation graphics and publications. Decision sup- 
port graphics transform data into a graphical format (charts and graphs) 
for fanalysis. It differs from presentation \and publications graphics pri- 
mafily in terms of the quality of output. Decision support output is gen- 
erally soft copy (screen display) or throw-away hard copy. 

On the other hand, the business charts and graphs generated for pre- 
sentation graphics and publications are used for formal presentations, 





such as 35mm slides, overhead 
transparencies, printed reports and 
so on. In order to isolate the dis- 
play requirements of these appli- 
cations, the entire operating envi- 
ronment must be considered, 
including users of business graph- 
ics systems, software requirements 
and output requirements. 

Decision support users are gen- 
erally managers who require easy 
to use software (usually menu- 
driven) which can access data from 
centralized data bases or other pro- 
grams. If the output is either soft 
copy or throwaway hard copy, the 
user’s demands from a display are 
relatively few — low cost; an alpha 
terminal or black and white, low- 
resolution graphics display for out- 
put to a printer or plotter; a low- to 
medium-resolution graphics dis- 
piay for soft copy; and low system 
overhead. 

Presentation graphics users are 
often either secretaries or graphic 
artists. Graphic artists require a 
very natural interface to the soft- 
ware. The output to a plotter, cam- 
era or color printer must be of high 
quality and high resolution. Their 
display requirements are much 
more stringent than those of Gaci- 
sion support users and include 
high resolution (neccessary for an 
adequate preview of the result), 
color, low system overhead and 
low cost. 

Examples of users in the publi- 
cations area include typesetters, 
production artists ad technical 
writers. Ideally, these users desire 
software and a display which inte- 
grates text and graphics. Output 
may be to a film recorder, laser 
printer or typesetter. A display 
wish list includes the same condi- 
tions needed for presentation 
graphics, but adds _ bit-mapped 
graphics. Color depends upon the 
capability of the output device. 

There are plenty of low-cost dis- 
plays which meet the needs of the 
decision support user. The re- 
quirements for presentation- and 
publication-quality graphics, how- 
ever, are comparable to those of a 
typical user of computer-aided de- 
sign systems, which are generally

very expensive. 

Manufacturers are now applying 
technological advances which are 
improving the features of graphics 
displays. 


Current Technologies 


There are three basic types of 
graphic display technologies — 
storage tube displays, vector-scan 
displays and raster-scan displays. 
Storage tube and vector-scan dis- 
plays are optimized for high reso- 
lution and are widely used in tech- 
nical applications. | However, 
because of their lower cost and ca- 
pacity for color, raster displays 
dominate the business market. 

Raster terminals operate in 
much the same way as a television 
set. A modulated electron beam 
scans each line of the phosphor- 
coated tube. When the beam hits a 
dot of phosphor, the phosphor 
glows for a brief period of time. 
The information for the picture is 
stored in a memory chip, usually 
inside the terminal. The memory is 
organized in an array of rows and 
columns which represents the 
screen. Each bit in memory corre- 
sponds to a phosphor dot on the 
screen. The state of each bit deter- 
mines if a dot is energized by the 
electron beam. Color displays fre- 
quently use three phosphor dots 
(red, green and blue) to produce 
one dot of color on the screen. A 
series of bits in raster memory is 
used to store the color informa- 
tion. 

Raster terminals are becoming 
more attractive as less expensive 
memory and improved manufac- 
turing techniques make them 
cheaper to produce. Their capacity 
for displaying a wide variety of col- 
ors has also made them desirable 
in the technical applications mar- 
ket. In response to this market, 
manufacturers have begun to over- 
come the maior deficiencies of ras- 
ter terminals — low resolution and 
high system overhead. These solu- 
tions have greatly benefited the 
business graphics market. 

The primary drawback to raster 
displays (especially for presenta- 
tion graphics) is their relatively 


low resolution which results in a 
condition referred to as the “‘jag- 
gies.” This is the stairstep effect 
produced when slanted lines are 
drawn on a low-resolution device. 
Although research on high-resolu- 
tion displays continues, software 
fixes can provide an immediate so- 
lution. 

One technique, known as virtu- 
al resolution, is often used. Coor- 
dinate points for an addressable 
space larger than the screen are 
stored in a separate memory bank 
(sometimes called a vector list). 
Software is used to recalculate dif- 
ferent views of this virtual space 
and project them to the screen, 
thereby allowing the user to zoom 
and pan over a much larger area. 
This technique allows raster dis- 
plays to be used in technical de- 
sign applications, and offers possi- 
bilities for business applications 
such as presentation graphics and 
page layout for document process- 
ing. 

Another method, known as vec- 
torization, allows for increased res- 
olution with low-resolution de- 
vices. For many output devices 
(color printers and low-resolution 
cameras), a one-to-one correspon- 
dence exists between the resolu- 
tion of the screen and the resolu- 
tion of the picture. Several 
methods exist, however, which 
can use low-resolution data from 
the screen to extrapolate high-res- 
olution results. Some terminals or 
software can transfer the data from 
the vector list directly to a plotter 
or, at a higher resolution, to a film 
recorder. Some advanced software 
packages are able to use smooth- 
ing algorithms on raster data. 

The second major drawback to 
raster displays has been their drain 
on host resources, also resulting in 
slow redraw speeds. Unlike vector- 
scan or storage tube displays, each 
point on a raster screen must be 
scanned during a refresh cycle. Ad- 
ditionally, a major change to the 
picture can involve a massive trans- 
fer of data from the host over rela- 
tively slow data communications 
links. 

Manufacturers have addressed 





this problem by writing many of 
the basic graphics routines — such 
as ‘move,’ ‘draw’ or ‘area-fill’ — 
into the firmware of the terminal. 
These functions are then activated 
by a graphics command set which 
can be incorporated into a com- 
mon programming language such 
as Basic. When the terminal re- 
ceives the graphics command, a 
terminal processor makes the ap- 
propriate changes to raster memo- 
ry. The reduction in transfer load 
results in much faster redraw 
times, allowing raster displays to 
be used in real-time applications 
such as process control. This tech- 
nique also optimizes raster tech- 
nology for decision support graph- 
ics by making them less system 
intensive. 

In addition to the technological 
breakthroughs inspired by the 
needs of the technical market- 
place, the business market is also 
helping to redefine the graphics 
terminal. The more widespread 
use of personal computers and in- 
telligent workstations are develop- 
ments which will affect business 
graphics terminals. 


Distributed Processing 


It is a continuous goal of all 
business graphics users to use less 
CPU time, and, therefore, to dis- 
tribute more of the graphics capa- 
bilities to the terminal. The selec- 
tion of capabilities resident at the 
terminal varies according to the 
application, but current options in- 
clude the move towards personal 
computers or intelligent worksta- 
tions. 

Because of their low cost and 
emphasis on integrated, easy to 
use software, personal computers 
have become very popular for de- 
cision support graphics users. The 
display quality is usually sufficient 
as a preview device, and many per- 
sonal computers support a wide 
range of low-cost input and output 
devices such as mice, tablets and 
plotters. In addition, personal 
computers also support the other 
functions used by decision support 
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users such as spreadsheet applica- 
tions and word processing. And, 
with the current trends in office 
automation, businesses recognize 
the benefits of linking worksta- 
tions to centralized data bases or 
communication networks. Person- 
al computers also make conve- 
nient front-ends to a mainframe or 
minicomputer. 

Graphics users who are tied into 
centralized output devices — such 
as cameras, laser printers or type- 
setters — via a host also require 
the benefits of distributed process- 
ing. These users should soon be 
able to take advantage of the 
trends in high-performance tech- 
nical workstations, such as the 
Tektronix, Inc. 4113, 4114 and 
4115, which allow graphics ma- 
nipulations to occur locally. The 
terminal contains a file of picture 
elements including vectors, ob- 
jects, color palettes and fonts. The 
terminal can perform 2,000 or 
3,000 manipulations on this file 
upon receiving a single command 
from the host. 

This development has great sig- 
nificance for business as well as 
technical applications. Pictures 
can be created at the workstation 
level, uploaded to the host and 
spooled to the output device. Li- 
braries of commonly used picture 
elements, such as company logos, 
can be stored, retrieved and edit- 
ed. Fonts can be created, down- 
loaded into memory as required, 
and accessed through the key- 
board just as though they were 
hardware characters. 


High-Resolution Outlook 


Manufacturers are close to re- 
leasing high-resolution mono- 
chrome displays — over 2,000 by 
2,000 pixels. The main problem in 
developing such displays lies in re- 
freshing the screen fast enough to 
reduce flicker. Large raster dis- 
plays require a large array of infor- 
mation to be stored in memory. A 
high-quality 60 Hz noninterlaced 
display requires that this greater 
amount of information be _ pro- 


cessed in the same amount of time 
as for a lower resolution display. 

Color displays compound the 
problem because more memory is 
required to store color informa- 
tion. The first step to solving this 
problem is the reorganization of 
memory into arrays which allow 
faster processing of data. As large- 
scale and very-large scale integrat- 
ed circuits decrease i rice, it will 
become more practical to provide 
the necessary electronics to drive 
the memory. 

Future business graphics termi- 
nals will be the result of merging 
technologies — the integration of 
low-cost input devices; terminal- 
driven, low-cost output devices, 
including output to video record- 
ers; and eventually, higher resolu- 
tion displays. In essence, business 
graphics terminals will be market- 
ed as mini-systems. And as long as 
a price differential exists, users 
will be given the choice of per- 
forming graphics applications on a 
terminal or a personal computer. 

Whereas, in the past, technical 
applications drove display technol- 
ogy, the emerging business graph- 
ics market will also become instru- 
mental in shaping the design of 
graphics displays. Although busi- 
ness graphics is a prime target for 
computerization, its acceptance is 
not merited only in terms of in- 
creased productivity or lower cost. 

The solution must also meet 
two criteria. First, it must fit natu- 
rally into the traditional method of 
producing graphics, which is espe- 
cially true for graphic arts depart- 
ments. Second, the output must 
equal the quality of that produced 
by hand. As these goals are real- 
ized, business computer graphics 
will become a need rather than 
luxury, and will in turn become a 
primary force driving technology.o

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Rough and Tumble 
Leasing Game

Computer leasing has always been partly 
an art and partly a science. Meeting the equip- 
ment needs and budgetary constraints of a 
user while still achieving a reasonable after- 
tax yield for a lessor requires a wide range of 
business talents. The successful lessor must 
be both a marketing person who understands 
financial spreadsheets and a tax advisor who 
can look into a crystal ball to predict residual 
values. Above all, a lessor must be adaptable. 
He must be willing to change with a dynamic 
market — evolving to meet such divergent 
problems as a manufacturer’s price changes, 
new product announcements, uncertainty in 
Internal Revenue Service regulations and in- 
terest rate fluctuations. 

In the early ’70s, computer leasing was of- 
ten viewed as a poor man’s method of equip- 
ment acquisition. Companies short on cash 
and long on tax losses viewed leasing as a 
means for obtaining as much data processing 
capability as possible for each dollar spent. As 
leasing sophistication grew, the number of 
larger, more credit-worthy corporate lessees 
expanded. The utilization of tax benefits, 
lease flexibility and financial statement pre- 
sentation under the Financial Accounting 
Standards Board’s rules became important 
considerations for users. 

Many companies have now evolved to a 
lease-only approach in obtaining data pro- 
cessing equipment, opting to invest funds 
available for purchase in traditionally longer- 
lived assets. Data processing managers found 
it necessary to become leasing experts in or- 
der to structure and negotiate cost-effective 
yet practical leases. In so doing, they learned 
a great deal about the sensitivity of the vari- 
ables in a computer lease transaction. 

One variable vital to leasing rates, yet often 
overlooked in discussions of lease rate deter- 
minations, is the manufacturer. The manufac- 
turer’s reputation and presence in the market- 
place impacts the structure and pricing of any 
lease transaction. Equipment that has a de- 


monstrable fair market value, a readily avail- 
able maintenance policy and a traditionally 
active secondary market will yield a more 
competitive lease rate. 

For many reasons, including the ones men- 
tioned above, the majority of leased computer 
equipment, both new and used, is IBM equip- 
ment. Because of this dominance, IBM prod- 
uct announcements and pricing strategies can 
dramatically impact the computer leasing 
marketplace. After IBM announced its 3380 
disk drives, users postponed disk drive acqui- 
sition and wanted short-term leases on 3350 
drives. As a result when IBM delayed ship- 
ment of the 3380, the 3350 lease market went 
sky-high, resulting in lease prices for 3350s 
that were 150% higher than the price quoted 
three months earlier. 

Computer lessors as well as other equip- 
ment manufacturers must respond to IBM’s 
moves in the market. IBM’s entry into third- 
party leasing via IBM Credit Corp. has already 
raised concern in the computer lessor com- 
munity regarding IBM’s targets in both invest- 
ment and noninvestment (primarily used 
equipment) tax credit lease transactions. At 
the moment IBM appears to be focusing on 
the investment tax credit market. 

Third-party lessors must remain competi- 
tive with IBM Credit Corp. to maintain their 
lessee base. Some lessors are starting to re- 
think pricing. If the transaction is a pure pur- 
chase/lease-back arrangement, IBM will win 
the transaction because it can borrow money 
at the lowest rate. Although third-party lessors 
may not always be able to offer the lowest rate 
on a lease transaction, they can remain com- 
petitive by offering services that IBM avoids. 
Granting trade-ins on equipment or arranging 
subleases for surplus equipment leased by a 
user can be important to the lessor-lessee re- 
lationship. Knowledgeable lessors also have 
valuable information to share with clients on 
new product announcements in the works by 
vendors and tax changes to help users time 





equipment acquisitions. 

Although the primary thrust of a 
leasing company is the lessor-les- 
see relationship, some lessors are 
beginning to offer services on a fee 
basis, working with customers on 
lease structuring and managing 
lease portfolios, including remar- 
keting of equipment. 

A second concern to both lessee 
and lessor is length of the lease 
term. Computer transactions in the 
early ’70s tended to longer terms, 
many as long as 84 months. Most 
lessors and lessees failed to antici- 
pate the impact that rapid techno- 
logical obsolescence would have 
on equipment value. Today, a les- 
see must balance the flexibility 
and higher monthly cost of a short- 
term lease with the longer com- 
mitment and relatively lower 
monthly rate of a long-term lease. 
The current trend in the computer 
peripheral marketplace is toward 
short-term leases. 

Apparently concerned about be- 
ing saddled with equipment that 
no longer meets their data process- 


ing needs, users are willing to pay 
a premium for the flexibility that a 
24- or 36-month lease offers. This 
premium for a short-term lease can 
result in monthly lease rates that 
are double those for a long-term 


lease. For example, $100,000 
worth of equipment on a 60-month 
lease may cost $1,870 per month to 
lease whereas the same amount of 
equipment on a 24-month lease 
would cost $3,730 per month. 

Data processing managers ap- 
pear more willing to enter into a 
relatively long-term lease (48 or 60 
months) on CPUs that have a ca- 
pacity to be field upgraded. Many 
times, lease provisions will make 
any upgrades coterminous with 
the base mainframe lease. Even 
though a user may sign a 60-month 
lease for a CPU, the lease can be 
written to allow for upgrades at a 
specific point in the lease term; so 
in essence a single long-term lease 
could really be two or three leases 
in one and thus the system can 
grow depending on a user’s needs. 

A major consideration in any 
lease decision is the anticipated 
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tax impact on the contracting par- 
ties. Operating leases which en- 
able the lessor to take an invest- 
ment tax credit as well as 
depreciation and interest deduc- 
tions wil! invariably reflect a lower 
lease rate to the user than leases 
that pass one or more of these 
benefits to the lessee. Unfortunate- 
ly, structuring a lease to assure that 
the appropriate party retains the 
tax benefits is not easy. 

Two roadblocks are the lack of 
current tax guidelines or the De- 
partment of the Treasury’s regula- 
tions for leasing. A lessee’s busi- 
ness needs, such as_ lease 
extension or purchase options, 
may be in direct opposition to the 
lessor’s interpretation of require- 
ments to meet an operating lease 
test for tax purposes. Statements 
from the tax courts have been sub- 
jective rulings. Regardless of 
whether the changes will impact 
individual or corporate taxpayers, 
potential or pending legislation 
places an additional burden on the 
leasing transaction. 

A movement in available inter- 
est rates influences a lease quote 
whether or not the transaction is 
leveraged. In a leveraged transac- 
tion, the cost of borrowing is tied 
directly to the cost of funds ayail- 
able to the lessor. Usually this ex- 
pense is a function of the length of 
the lease, the total cost of the 
equipment and the quality of the 
underlying lessee credit. An in- 
crease or decrease in current bor- 
rowing rates changes the lease 
rate. Both the leveraged and non- 
leveraged (usually a single) inves- 
tor view the after-tax rate of return 
from a lease in comparision to al- 
ternative investments. As a result, 
higher interest rates cause lease- 
rate quotations to increase in order 
for the lease to compete favorably 
with other available investments. 

Having discussed several key 
components in a computer lease 
transaction, it is important to un- 
derstand how changes in any one 
of these areas could substantially 
affect the computer leasing mar- 
ketplace in 1984. 

Surprisingly, it appears that the 


most stable of the variables this 
year should be the interest rate 
market. Any computer lessee that 
experienced the period of the over 
20% prime rate a few years ago will 
welcome the news that most ex- 
perts anticipate 1984 to be a year of 
stable interest rates. Holding all 
other components constant, this 
would infer that lease rates will 
hold steady or slightly decline. But 
can the other variables be held 
constant? 

IBM was mentioned earlier as 
the dominant manufacturer of 
leased computer equipment. Ac- 
cording to most reports, 1983 was 
a banner year for IBM. Shipments 
of the 3080 series and upgrades 
and 3380 direct-access storage de- 
vices (DASD) translated into re- 
cord profits. This year promises to 
be a year of continued growth. Ex- 
perts are projecting that a new tape 
drive, a dual-density 3380 DASD, a 
new terminal unit and a new pro- 
cessor series are on the way in 
1984. This is in addition to in- 
creased shipments of the 3178 ter- 
minal, the 3725 communications 
controller and 4381 processor. 

With new products available, 
IBM may reduce prices on older 
models to make them relatively 
more attractive. Although this is 
good news for IBM and many users 
awaiting these products and price 
reductions, these rumors, if true, 
could substantially alter the cur- 
rent leasing marketplace. 

As a result of these anticipted 
new product announcements, 
some users may postpone certain 
equipment acquisitions. Many les- 
sees may consider short-term 
leases the answer to their equip- 
ment needs until rumors are put to 
rest or newly announced products 
are available in volume. The trend 
to short-term leases would include 
new equipment shipments from 
IBM as well as user-owned equip- 
ment involved in sale/lease-backs. 
Users would probably hesitate to 
make long-term commitments un- 
til more was known about the re- 
placement products. 

Lessors view this market devel- 
opment with mixed feelings. New 





products mean new leasing oppor- 
tunities. But if the above scenario 
is true, the computer lessor could 
be disappointed in two ways. 

First, a trend toward short-term 
leasing is generally unattractive to 
most tax-oriented investors. Since 
the accelerated cost recovery sys- 
tem (a form of depreciation) re- 
quires tax basis depreciation on 
computers to be recognized over 
five years, any lease term shorter 
than five years creates a relatively 
less favorable tax consequence for 
the investor. Assuming the same 
present value is recovered through 
the rental stream, a two- o three- 
year lease would be far less attrac- 
tive on a tax basis than a five-lease. 
In pricing a lease rate, this tax det- 
riment is offset somewhat by the 
higher residual value that is gener- 
ally present after termination of a 
short-term lease. This means a user 
can expect a high lease rate on a 
short-term 3033 lease because 
there is no tax benefit and the pro- 
cessor has a minimal residual val- 
ue. Whereas a short-term lease on 
a 3380 would carry a lower relative 
price tag because there is a higher 
anticipated residual value which 
offsets the lack of tax benefits. 

Lessors are somewhat divided 
by their willingness to assume this 
higher residual projection in an 
analysis of a short-term versus 
long-term lease. Usually, comput- 
er lessors with experience in the 
secondary market (buying, selling 
and leasing used computer equip- 
ment) are more willing to differen- 
tiate a residual according to the 
length of lease term than those les- 
sors who favor the more traditional 
tax-oriented long-term leases. 
Such risk orientation is derived 
from years of experience in mar- 
keting and remarketing used IBM 
equipment. Financial institutions 
which do not have a field comput- 
er sales force are more hesitant to 
expect residual value from the 
equipment at lease termination. 

A second impact of IBM’s ru- 
mored new products and price an- 
nouncements could be an unantic- 
ipated devaluation of some lessors’ 
existing equipment portfolios. If 
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the affected equipment is current- 
ly under a longer term lease, or if 
the announcements have not been 
anticipated by the lessor, the avail- 
ability of new IBM replacement 
equipment could dramatically in- 
fluence residual realization. Such 
lessors might react by increasing 
their current data processing lease 
rates, or by avoiding future com- 
puter leasing altogether. The an- 
nouncements would have substan- 
tially less effect on lessors that 
have placed equipment on shorter 
lease terms. Their leased equip- 
ment would be available earlier in 
the product life cycle. 

Overall, the tax treatment of 
leases is an area which will be sur- 
rounded with uncertainty in 1984. 
Mass confusion exists in the inter- 
pretation and application of cur- 
rent laws and in projecting the pos- 
sible direction of legislative 
change. Lessors feel they may be 
aiming at a moving target when at- 
tempting to comply with the varied 
guidelines, tax court rulings and 
legal opinions that form the basis 
of current tax lease structures. Last 
year, lessors were well aware of 
Congress’ intent to review leas- 
ing’s abuses. Proposed legislation 
suggested that leasing was due for 
a major change. The change never 
came, but there is continued anxi- 
ety that one may arrive in 1984. 

Compounding the uncertainty 
are recent tax court rulings and a 
rash of negative publicity for cer- 
tain well-known computer lessors. 
One tax case often cited, the Rice 
Toyota case, applies what might be 
considered fairly subjective stan- 
dards in determining a lease for tax 
purposes, permitting room for a 
further tightening of the definition 
in the future. The lack of an objec- 
tive standard still leaves current 
lessors in the dark as to whether 
their leases will stand up under 
IRS scrutiny. The negative publici- 
ty resulted from corporate an- 
nouncements that the IRS was in- 
vestigating certain leasing 
investments under its review for 
“abusive tax shelters.” As a result, 
corporate leasing companies may 
very well take a far less aggressive 


position in the lease market until 
the IRS problems have been put to 
rest. Their retreat will leave fewer 
competitors in a market demand- 
ing even more investor dollars. 

What does this mean to the DP 
user? The ranks of lessors may thin 
out as uncertainty tests the mettle 
of many computer lessors. Lease 
rates may be more expensive in 
1984 than they were previously as 
fewer lessors seek out investment 
opportunities in a market with 
growing product availability. Les- 
sors with readily available sources 
of equity capital, such as public 
leasing funds, a type of limited 
partnership such as CMI Corp.’s 
Wellesley Lease Income Fund, 
where a group of investors are 
looking for income rather than tax 
benefits, should have a competi- 
tive advantage over the small bro- 
ker who may be gambling on his 
ability to re-sell the transaction. 
Lessors and dealers active in the 
secondary market will be most 
price competitive in the short-term 
peripheral marketplace where 
product lives have tended to be 
more stable and residuals more ac- 
curately projected. As more tax-ad- 
vantaged investors leave the com- 
puter leasing market, transactions 
will be priced more on an eco- 
nomic risk/reward: basis than on a 
tax-savings basis. 

During the remainder of 1984, 
several key issues will likely be re- 
solved: more definitive Treasury 
regulations and IRS guidelines 
may be released; IBM product and 
price announcements will be 
made; and the market plans of IBM 
Credit Corp. should become more 
definite. Private and closely held 
corporations, once an untapped 
source of equity, may become a 
key to computer leasing, since a 
lessor’s profitability may depend 
on his ability to arrange equity in- 
vestment from other than wealthy 
individuals looking for tax advan- 
tages.o

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Some 15 years ago, the computing department for a 
large utility company was searching unsuccessfully 
for a state-of-the-art tape unit that would give the 
firm’s system throughput a badly needed boost. The 
utility’s plight soon attracted the attention of a sales- 
man for a now-defunct mainframe vendor that of- 
fered to solve the user organization’s problem. 

“We've got just the model you’re looking for,” the 
salesman told a member of the computing depart- 
ment’s technical staff. “It’s a tape system that stores 
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500 bit/in.”’ 

“Not enough bit density,” the technician snapped. 

“No problem,” the sales representative replied. 
“We also supply a product that records 800 bit/in.” 

“That bit density is low, too.” 

“I see,” the salesman said after pausing a moment 
to collect his thoughts. ‘‘Well, it’s obvious to me that 
what your company needs is our 1,600 bit/in. drive.” 

“Sixteen hundred bits per inch?” the technician 
asked, a spark of genuine interest finally beginning to 


flicker in his eyes. 
more.” 

And the salesman happily obliged. But as the 
would-be buyer listened and probed for additional 
details, his initial excitement slowly turned to disap- 
pointment. True, the tape system’s recording density 
was 1,600 bit/in., just as the salesman had promised. 
But there was a catch: The product was only 50% as 
fast as its 800 bit/in. counterpart and thus would have 
proved no more of a boon to the utility's throughput 


“Now you're talking. Tell me 
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than the tape system with half the 
bit density. 

To the systems technician, now 
the utility's chief management in- 
formation systems (MIS) procure 
ment officer, the 15-year-old inci- 
dent involving the magnetic tape 
units still stands as a classic exam- 
ple of deceptive vendor salesman- 
ship — a problem that persists to 
this day. “Many computer equip- 
ment salesmen are no better than 
used car dealers,” according to the 
procurement officer, who asked 
not to be identified. 

During the industry’s infancy, 
many customers lacked either the 
independence of mind or the tech- 
nical competence to challenge 
their vendors’ product claims seri- 
ously and thus were often easy 
marks for slick pitchmen with a 
fondness for malarkey. Today, 


however, disreputable or mislead- 
ing sales practices are gradually 
losing their effectiveness among 
computing product buyers. 

The reason is simple — hard- 
ware and software procurement is 
growing steadily in sophistication 


and professionalism and, within 
large corporations at least, is in- 
creasingly being entrusted to ex- 
perts with their in-depth technical 
knowledge and keen noses for 
vendor trickery. At the same time, 
MIS purchasing organizations are 
also increasingly soliciting the ad- 
vice and participation of their non- 
technical end users, whose aid can 
prove invaluable to corporations in 
evaluating and comparing compet- 
ing applications. 

But while the procurement pro- 
cess is often highly decentralized, 
with responsibilities divided 
among diverse categories of em- 
ployees at various levels of the cor- 
porate hierarchy, most large com- 
panies still insist on maintaining at 
least a modicum of central control. 
So such firms typically require all 
their information systems acquisi- 
tions, whether hardware or soft- 
ware, to be approved at the top. 

As the computer industry has 
slowly matured and as high tech- 
nology has gained ever-widening 
Fortune 1,000 acceptance, the 
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structure and internal workings of 
corporate MIS purchasing organi- 
zations have changed dramatically. 
Until just a few years ago, comput- 
ing equipment was still a compara- 
tive novelty to the big business 
world and thus acquired an often 
intimidating mystique that subtly 
but powerfully influenced corpo- 
rate buying practices. 

“For many firms, the acquisition 
of a new computer system used to 
be treated as a truly special occa- 
sion,” the utility company’s pro- 
curement officer recalled. “If they 
were in the market for any other 
kind of product, the corporations 
would always have very clearcut 
purchasing guidelines and proce- 
dures that they followed to the let- 
ter. But when the time came to buy 
a new computer, the companies 
would make exceptions to the 
rules and often violate their own 
policies.” 

Because information systems 
purchases were frequently ap- 
proached with an exaggerated 
sense of importance, many firms 
seldom allowed their computing 
technicians to play a major role in 
product acquisitions. On the con- 
trary, the only empioyees who 
were deemed worthy or capable 
enough to tackle such a stagger- 
ingly significant undertaking were 
corporate MIS managers or their 
immediate superiors. “I have even 
heard of a number of cases where 
acquisitions of new computing sys- 
tems were closely supervised by 
company presidents themselves,” 
the utility's procurement officer 
said. 

The drawback, of course, with 
putting a general manager in 
charge of a highly technical task 
such as evaluating and selecting a 
large-scale processor is that the 
higher the individual’s rank, the 
less he probably knows about com- 
puting. And ignorance of technol- 
ogy, in turn, often leads to unwise 
purchasing decisions and can 
leave a user organization wide 
open to vendor exploitation. 

Today, however, information 
systems products are fast becom- 
ing as commonplace in the big 


business world as typewriters and 
as a result are slowly shedding 
their original mystique. In re- 
sponse, large corporations are in- 
creasingly having to rethink their 
traditional attitudes toward MIS 
procurement. 

“Companies are now beginning 
to realize that buying a computer 
and all its hardware and software 
accessories is not as big a deal as 
they used to think it was,” a mem- 
ber of the utility's computing de- 
partment said. “In fact, it’s not sig- 
nificantly different from buying a 
new Car.” 

As high technology products 
have been steadily demystified, 
the center of gravity in corporate 
MIS purchasing has gradually shift- 
ed from information systems direc- 
tors and senior executives to their 
technical and nontechnical subor- 
dinates. This delegation of pro- 
curement responsibilities has had 
special significance for middle- 
level computing department em- 
ployees, who are increasingly be- 
ing drawn into the product 
acquisition process in an in-house 
consulting capacity. In particular, 
MIS staff members are often find- 
ing themselves called upon to 
serve as technology analysts and 
product reviewers within their 
chosen areas of technical exper- 
tise. 

Probably nowhere is the pro- 
curement function’s growing reli- 
ance on in-house technical spe- 
cialists more clearly illustrated 
than at San Francisco-based Del- 
Monte Corp. According to Jerry 
Finch, director of Del-Monte’s cor- 
porate information resources plan- 
ning, “We rely at least partly on 
cur technical people to forecast 
our systems needs, establish new 
projects and keep track of what’s 
happening out in the market.” To 
monitor developments in the op- 
erating systems arena, for exam- 
ple, Del-Monte periodically re- 
quests and receives technology 
reports and updates from its resi- 
dent systems programmers, Finch 
said. In the user program sector, 
meanwhile, the company regularly 
gains new-product intelligence 





from its application programmers, 
who often play a key role in decid- 
ing whether a needed package 
should be acquired on the outside 
or developed internally. The firm 
also maintains an in-house staff of 
data security and telecommunica- 
tions experts, who constitute yet 
another source of information 
about crucial but fast-moving tech- 
nological specialties. 

At times, Del-Monte even re- 
cruits its end users into the pro- 
curement game by asking them to 
experiment with possible new 
hardware and software acquisi- 
tions and then rate the products’ 
performance and potential useful- 
ness. By necessity, of course, end- 
user involvement in the company’s 
MIS evaluation activities is limited 
primarily to the relatively nontech- 
nical product categories like per- 
sonal computer application pack 
ages. ‘‘We’re not asking users to 
get involved in signing off on SNA 
[IBM’s Systems Network Architec- 
ture] or on a decision about wheth- 
er to move from MVS to MVS/XA,”’ 
Finch said. “Decisions about the 
acquisition of highly technical 
products or technologies will still 
rest in the hands of our systems 
professionals.” 

One of the advantages of dele- 
gating product-evaluation respon- 
sibilities to end users and techni- 
cal specialists is that the practice 
relieves corporate MIS directors of 
burdensome detail work and al- 
lows them to concentrate instead 
on global and strategic concerns. 
“Most of today’s information sys- 
tems managers have a lot more im- 
portant things to do than to evalu- 
ate new products,” the utility 
company’s procurement officer 
said. “‘The resource they have to 
worry about managing is people, 
not hardware or software, and they 
have to spend a lot of their time 
understanding their company’s 
overall business.” 

Another advantage of assigning 
product-evaluation duties to in- 
house technical specialists is that 
the experts ‘“‘are much closer to the 
nuts and bolts” of complex sys- 
tems technology than their higher- 
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ranking counterparts, the procure- 
ment manager said. ‘‘A vendor is 
going to have a much harder time 
fooling a [computing] professional, 
a specialist, than a company presi- 
dent or even an MIS manager.” 

But although staff-level systems 
personnel and end users are taking 
an increasingly active part in prod- 
uct evaluation and acquisition, by 
no stretch of the imagination do 
they control the procurement pro- 
cess entirely. Considerable pur- 
chasing authority still lies firmly in 
the hands of corporate MIS manag- 
ers, many of whom retain the right 
to review all proposed hardware 
and software acquisitions before 
they win final approval. 

Typical perhaps of this insis- 
tence on high-level, central con- 
trol is Los Angeles-based Atlantic- 
Richfield Co. (Arco). In theory, 
“no new hardware or software 
product comes into this company 
without my expressed permis- 
sion,” according to Al Smith, who 
heads Arco’s corporate informa- 
tion systems organization. ‘‘Most 
of the time, a suggested purchase 
gets my approval without too 
much trouble. But there have been 
a few occasions in the past when 
I've had to reject a proposal be- 
cause, for one reason or another, I 
didn’t feel it was the right solu- 
tion.” 

“Of course, no special consent 
is necessary if all a user wants to do 
is to evaluate something or bring a 
promising new product to my at- 
tention.” Only a comparative 
handful of the company’s nontech- 
nical employees, though, ever take 
advantage of the opportunity to in- 
vestigate actively the latest infor- 
mation systems offerings. “Most 
users want to turn the job of find- 
ing, testing and buying new [com- 
puting] products over completely 
to MIS,” Smith said. “In short, they 
want someone else to tell them 
what to do.”’ 

Why does Arco still insist on 
having all its proposed high-tech- 
nology purchases, from main- 
frames to micros, submitted to one 
central location for formal approv- 
al? At least part of the reason has to 


do with the firm’s desire to estab- 
lish and maintain effective, compa- 
nywide standards. ‘“‘We don’t want 
one of our employees to go out 
and buy something just because it 
happens to be on sale at the time,”’ 
Smith said. ‘“We want to make sure 
that all our hardware, software and 


stopped right now and

information is going to continue to 
be compatible everywhere in our 
organization.” 

Compatibility, indeed, ranks 
among a big-business procure- 
ment specialist's chief MIS-related 
concerns. So, too, does the com- 
puter industry’s rapid pace of tech- 
nological innovation and the often 
bewildering profusion of available 
products. “The sheer proliferation 
of information systems offerings is 
probably the biggest problem we 
face today in the area of hardware 
and software purchasing,” Smith 
said. ‘“‘How do you keep track of all 
the new models? How do you 
teach users how to operate the 
products? How do you select the 
right product for the right user?”’ 

The staggering volume and di- 
versity of today’s information sys- 
tems marketplace, in turn, has 
greatly complicated the task of 
product evaluation. “Within my or- 
ganization, the process of evaluat- 
ing new products is constant,” ac- 
cording to a large engineering and 
consulting company’s information 
services procurement manager, 
who also asked not to be identi- 
fied. “If the world stopped right 
now and didn’t invent a single new 
thing, we would probably still 
need five or six years to bring our- 
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selves and our product-evaluation 
effort up to date. We simply can 
not assimilate the new technology 
as fast as it’s being developed.” 

To combat the multifaceted 
problem of technology and prod- 
uct proliferation, different compa- 
nies have devised different solu- 
tions. The engineering and 
consulting firm, for example, tries 
to maintain a reasonable mix of 
competing products, especially in 
the microcomputer sector, rather 
than standardize on just on hard- 
ware or software offering. ‘“We def- 
initely don’t want to put all our 
eggs in one basket,” the procure- 
ment manager said. 

On the contrary, he continued, 
the company seeks to discourage 
overdependence on any single 
product model, minimize the risk 
of vendor lock-in and ensure itself 
the flexibility to adapt quickly to 
unforeseen technological innova- 
tions. 

“Suppose, for example, that an 
organization decides to standard- 
ize on a particular vendor’s person- 
al computer,’ the procurement 
manager hypothesized. ‘“‘Then, a 
year later, another vendor an- 
nounces its own micro that is sig- 
nificantly better than the first sup- 
plier’s product. The upshot is that 
the poor buyer suddenly finds 
himself stuck with a whole lot of 
personal computers that no one 
wants anymore because they've 
become technologically obsolete 
overnight. We’re trying to avoid 
that kind of disaster by steering a 
middle course in all our product- 
procurement decisions and thus 
leaving our future options open.”’ 

Another common tactic for ad- 
dressing the overabundance of 
high technology and vendor offer- 
ings is to maintain an approved- 
product list and provide company 
employees with strong incentives 
to abide by its guidelines. Such a 
technique, in fact, has long been in 
place at Arco. 
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“We try to keep the number of 
product models coming into our 
company down to a bare mini- 
mum,” Smith said. “In general, we 
like to limit our support to at most 
two or three options” within each 
generic product category. Smith 
credited his company’s tight MIS 
purchasing restrictions with help- 
ing to promote’ information sys- 
tems standards and minimize sup- 
port headaches. 

In a further effort to tame the 
rampaging rogue elephant of prod- 
uct proliferation, Arco has report- 
edly established a_ technology 
planning group that consists main- 
ly of specialists representing each 
of the information systems field’s 
major technical disciplines. The 
group’s purported mission is to 
monitor technological develop- 
ments in each of the industry’s ma- 
jor product sectors and then peri- 
odically make its findings available 
both to Arco’s corporate MIS orga- 
nization and to the firm’s end us- 
ers. 

Another of Arco’s techniques for 
keeping itself informed of high 
technology advances is to sub- 
scribe to a wide variety of general- 
business and __ industry-specific 
publications. Smith himself, how- 
ever, sees the literature only rarely. 
“TI usually delegate the responsi- 
bility for reading our incoming ma- 
terial to the members of my staff,” 
he said. “I don’t have time to look 
at all of it myself.” 

So staggering, in fact, is the dai- 
ly deluge of computer-oriented lit- 
erature that, for many information 
systems personnel, reading has 
probably become almost as much 
of a hindrance to professional life 
as a help. “It’s a constant, unbe- 
lievable problem,” the engineer- 
ing and consulting company’s pro- 
curement manager said. ‘So much 
material — not just outside publi- 
cations but internal documents as 
well — crosses your desk each day 
that it’s absolutely imperative to be 


a speed reader.” 

But although high-tech reading 
material and computing technol- 
ogy itself are proliferating explo- 
sively, at least a few of the user 
community’s important MIS prod- 
uct demands are still going largely 
unanswered. One such customer 
need about which vendors have 
been particularly neglectful lies in 
the area of personal computer ser- 
vice. 

Many of the personal computers 
operating in today’s large corpora- 
tions are little more than conglom- 
erations of many hardware and 
software vendors’ modules. The 
problem is that none of the indus- 
try’s microcomputer product sup- 
pliers is currently willing or 
equipped to maintain systems in 
their entirety. ““To be sure, most 
vendors will gladly repair their 
own particular component of an 
overall system,” the procurement 
manager said. ‘‘But they absolutely 
refuse to touch any other compa- 
ny’s product, even though it may 
be a part of the same configura- 
tion.” 

Thus, user organizations long 
have been clamoring for a blanket 
or omnibus type of service that 
would cover any and all of a per- 
sonal computer system’s constitu- 
ent modules, regardless of their 
make or model number. Buyers 
are also asking for microcomputer 
service organizations ‘‘that charge 
only on a time-and-materials basis 
and that make house calls rather 
than forcing customers to journey 
to a repair shop,” the procurement 
manager said. 

To date, however, not even one 
such vendor-independent service 
firm has ever appeared on the mi- 
crocomputer horizon. ‘Until one 
does,” he continued, “‘we’re all go- 
ing to be hurting. In fact, all of us 
are going to be basket cases.”’o

The magnetic disk industry has made major ad- 
vances in increasing the storage capacity of disk drive 
products — the capacity of one square inch of disk 
surface has increased from 800K bits in 1970 to 5M 
bits in 1980. The features necessary for increased pe- 
ripheral memory are Winchester technology, fast ac- 
cess times and transfer rates, greater capacity and 
more storage per square foot at a lower cost. The re- 
quirement for high capacity is a direct result of the in- 


creasing volume of data stored on a computer, which 
is linked to the widespread use of data base manage- 
ment systems. Fast data access time is critical for deci- 
sion support systems in which data must be available 
on demand. Another requirement is that disk drives 
today must be limited in the amount of floor space 
they occupy. 

The key to meeting these needs resides in record- 
ing head and media technology. Storage density can 
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be increased by interchanging the 
conventional particulate disks and 
ferrite heads with the newer thin- 
film head and disks. Another way 
to increase density is with the tech- 
nique of vertical recording. 

Thin-film disks, as an alternative 
to oxide disks, provide a recording 
surface of continuous metal or 
metal alloy. Densities of 20K bit/ 
in. can be sustained by these disks, 
as compared to 6,500 bit/in. by ox- 
ide disks. Other advantages are the 
decreased noise due to the contin- 
uous recording and the micro-fin- 
ishing process, which provides a 
thinner film, thus increasing bit- 
packing density. 

Thin-film heads increase the re- 
cording densities of both oxide 
and thin-film disks because their 
manufacture employs thin-film de- 
position and_ photolithographic 
pattern definition. Thus, it is possi- 
ble to record 10K bit/in. on an ox- 
ide disk and 30K bit/in. on a thin- 
film disk. 

Winchester disks offer more 
storage capacity for their price 
than any other magnetic medium. 
They represent the most rapidly 
growing segment of the rigid disk 
market. These high-capacity drives 
use 14-in. platters and are now ac- 
companied by smaller drives with 
8-in., 5%-in. and 3.9-in. platters. 
The distinguishing characteristics 
of Winchester disk drives are that: 
the disks, read/write heads and 
head actuators are contained in a 
hermetically sealed head-disk as- 
sembly; the read/write heads fly 
much closer to the disk surface 
than those on conventional disk 
drives; the head load pressure is 
only about 10 grams, compared to 
350 grams in traditional disk 
drives; the heads rest on a landing 
zone on the surface of the disk 
when it is not rotating; the surface 
of the disk is lubricated; and the 
magnetic oxide coating on the sur- 
face of the disk is thinner than 
coating used on other types of disk 
drives. Nearly all Winchester disk 
drives are fixed-disk drives. 

Winchester disk drives offer 
some significant advantages over 
traditional disk drives. The sealed 
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head-disk assembly virtually elimi- 
nates the problem of head crashes 
by contamination. Preventive 
maintenance, such as changing air 
filters or cleaning and aligning 
heads, is not required. 

The 14-in. drives are expected 
to dominate the high-capacity mar- 
ket for a few more years, but lower 
capacity 14-in. drives are expected 
to be edged out by the higher ca- 


pacity 8-in. drives. One example is . 


the Advanced Marksman Series 
Model 314 from Century Data Sys- 
tems, Inc., which stores 315M 
bytes of data in one-third the floor 
space of comparable disk drives. 

Data transfer rates for Winches- 
ters will increase from the current 
standard of 5M byte/sec to any- 
where from 10M to 30M byte/sec. 
This higher data transfer rate will 
require a redesign of current disk 
controller circuits. One method al- 
ready employed by Rotating Mem- 
ory Systems, Inc. and Evotek Corp. 
is a run-length limited encoding 
scheme, yielding a transfer rate of 
7.5M byte/sec. 

Manufacturers are also address- 
ing the need for better interfaces 
and more self-diagnostics by 
building microprocessors into the 
disk drive. More intelligent sys- 
tems make drive interfacing easier. 

The latest generation of Win- 
chester drives, inspired by IBM’s 
3380, offers a total storage capacity 
of 2.5G bytes. Some experts pre- 
dict future Winchester drives will 
achieve storage capacities of 4G 
bytes. 

Last year, the focus of the IBM 
plug-compatible market shifted 
from the refinement of the tech- 
nology of vendors’ IBM 3380-type 
look-alikes to the actual delivery of 
their products to customers. Hav- 
ing ironed out the difficulties with 
the 3380, IBM began meeting its 
scheduled delivery dates, thus in- 
tensifying the pressure on the 
plug-compatible vendors to meet 
their announced delivery dates. 
Storage Technology Corp. (STC), 
Memorex Corp. and Control Data 
Corp. shipped their 3380 alterna- 
tives during 1983. 

For the most part, the plug-com- 


patible vendors in the cisk drive 
market follow IBM’s lead in both 
the technical and price areas. In 
the future, plug-compatible manu- 
facturers can expect IBM to come 
out with a dual-density version of 
the 3380 as well as a new, higher 
capacity drive with 1.5 times the 
storage currently available with the 
3380. A quadrupling of the current 
densities can be expected by 1987. 

The major problem which faced 
plug-compatible vendors during 
1983 related to the aggressive mar- 
keting strategy of IBM. In Decem- 
ber of 1982, IBM announced price 
reductions of 15% on the 3380 and 
3880 controller. At the same time, 
IBM raised short-term lease and 
rental prices for these two prod- 
ucts. This tactic indicated that IBM 
had surmounted the technological 
difficulties that had plagued the 
3380. Plug-compatible vendors 
had traditionally benefited from 
the lower costs of their products 
and the availability of their prod- 
ucts. Both these assets were dealt a 
blow by IBM’s price reduction pol- 
icies and the availability of their 
products. 

The price war instituted by IBM 
will continue with another expect- 
ed 15% drop in high-end disk 
products during this year. With 
these price reductions IBM is aim- 
ing to become the low-cost suppli- 
er of 3380 disk products. Once 
IBM achieves that goal, the firm is 
expected to concentrate on new 
products that utilize fixed-block ar- 
chitecture. The development of 
products using this architecture 
will once again provide plug-com- 
patible manufacturers with some 
latitude in the type of products 
they can produce, an advantage 
that IBM is not anxious to create. 

Activity in the disk drive market 
is not limited to IBM 3380 alterna- 
tives. Sperry Corp. disk drive re- 
placements are offered by Amperif 
Corp., Formation, Inc. and Inter- 
science Corp. STC and Memorex 
offer IBM 3370 replacements, but 
other vendors have not followed 
suit, considering the 3370 to be a 
stepping stone to the 3380.

in the Winchester disk drive mar- 
ket will focus on 5%-in. units be- 
cause of the high market for small- 
er computer systems. The increase 
in the market for smaller Winches- 
ters is directly proportional to the 
market growth of small systems. 
The 8-in. Winchesters are now at- 
taining storage capacities in the 
5M- to 200M-byte range and the 
even smaller 5%-in. drives are 
reaching capacities from 2M bytes 
to 150M bytes. The growth in this 
market will not necessarily cause 
the usage of 14-in. drives to de- 


cline. Users will decide upon 14- 
in. drives in order to meet their 
high capacity on-line storage 
needs rather than choose the 5%- 
in. drives in order to save floor 
space. 

Some of the major vendors in 
the 3380 compatible market are 
Amdahl, CDC, Memorex and Ibis 
Systems, Inc. Characteristics of 
their products (and other vendors’ 
offerings) are highlighted below 
and in the chart above. 

The Amdahl offering in the disk 
drive market is the 6000 series.

The firm’s 6280 provides features 
of the IBM 3350 while also offer- 
ing performance which is compa- 
rable to the IBM 3380. Last month 
Amdahl announced its 6380 disk 
product, which is format-compati- 
ble with the IBM 3380. The disk 
has 2.5G bytes of storage and a 3M 
byte/sec transfer rate. The 6880 
controller offered with the product 
has an added cache controller fea- 
ture. 

The 6000 family stores data 
through use of multiple, high- 
speed head-disk assemblies. The 
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head-disk assemblies are mounted 
vertically, which reduces space re- 
quired for each unit. The systems 
use 10%-in. disk platters. 

CDC offers an IBM 3375-com- 
patible disk drive, the 33750, 
which offers 1.63G bytes of storage 
using four addressable actuators, 
each with 409M bytes of storage. 
The unit operates with the CDC 
33800 controller. CDC has entered 
the 3375 market to target IBM 4300 
users whose mainframes run on 
DOS/VSE _ operating systems 
which do not attach to IBM 3380 
disk drives. It is positioned as an 
entry-level disk drive for users who 
will want to upgrade to CDC’s 
3380-compatible drive in the fu- 
ture. Access time is 16 msec and 
the transfer rate is 3M byte/sec. 
The 33750 uses thin-film heads 
and is field upgradable to the 
33800. Although CDC held 20.1% 
of the worldwide plug-compatibile 
manufacturer product revenues in 
1980, the firm is expected to con- 
tinue to concentrate its major ef- 
fort in the OEM drive market, but 
the 33800 will keep CDC competi- 
tive in the high-capacity disk drive 
market. 

Memorex competes in the plug- 
compatible disk drive arena with 
the Model 3680, a 3380-compati- 
ble drive, and the 3690, a 3370- 
compatible drive. The 3680 has a 
transfer rate of 3M byte/sec and ac- 
cess time of 16 msec. Its three ba- 
sic components are the 3888 stor- 
age controller, a 3683 string 
controller and a 3680 disk module. 
Its capacity is 1.26G bytes. The 
3690 consists of a 3693 controller 
and 3690 disk storage module 
which incorporates two indepen- 
dently addressable actuators. Its 
capacity is 571M bytes, average ac- 
cess time is 20 msec and transfer 
rate is 1,859K byte/sec. 

Memorex, a subsidiary of Bur- 
roughs Corp., has had recent prob- 
lems due to poor manufacturing 
performance. Memorex considers 
itself a competitor in the 3380 
plug-compatible market with the 
3680, which will be emphasized 
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over its smaller 8-in. Winchester 
targeted at the OEM market. 

Ibis markets the 5380 disk drive 
and 5880 controller which offer 
2.52G bytes of storage and a trans- 
fer rate of 3M byte/sec. The drives 
utilize two modular head/disk as- 
semblers, thin-film disk technol- 
ogy and ferrite read/write heads. 
Each drive features four actuators 
with 630M bytes of storage each. 
Up to 32 5380 drives can be at- 
tached through one 5880 control- 
ler. Ibis, which competes in both 
the OEM and end-user markets, is 
beginning to look into the area of 
vertical recording to increase its 
competitive edge. 

One way in which vendors can 
distinguish their drives from those 
of competitors is through head po- 
sitioning techniques. There is a 
great deal of competition in devel- 
oping more advanced read/write 
head positioning for disk drive 
products used with minicomputers 
and micros. The two main tech- 
niques are open loop and closed 
loop control. In an open loop sys- 
tem the read/write head depends 
upon the actuator’s mechanical ac- 
curacy, as opposed to using refer- 
ence data, to guide it to the right 
track. The rotary voice-coil actua- 
tor positions the read/write heads 
on the correct track. One company 
making use of this system is Com- 
puter Memories, Inc., with its 
CM5000 series of 5%-in. drives. 

Closed-systems, however, pro- 
vide the most accurate head posi- 
tioning and offer higher track den- 
sities. The closed loop, or servo 
system, is found mostly in Win- 
chesters with track densities of up 
to 600 track/in. 

The determining factors that in- 
fluence market share are very often 
new’ technological advances. 
Those vendors who take advantage 
of new advances first push remain- 
ing vendors into a game of catch- 
up. The vendors who are first to 
utilize a new technology in their 
products will obtain a certain edge 
in the market, at least until the re- 
maining vendors follow suit. 


At present, vertical recording is 
the new technology currently in- 
creasing vendor competition. Op- 
tical disks are also gaining recogni- 
tion. IBM has been conducting 
research in vertical recording for 
over 20 years, and other compa- 
nies are beginning to consider the 
vertical recording market. 

Spurring the exploration of new 
techniques are the competitive 
technological advances being 
made by Japanese companies such 
as Hitachi Ltd., Fujitsu Ltd. and To- 
shiba Ltd. This will prod U.S. ven- 
dors to incorporate new methods 
in their products. By the mid-1980s 
vertical recording will increase the 
amount of data stored in a certain 
amount of space by 50 to 100 times 
the current level. Also, because the 
cost of this new technique should 
only be twice as much as current 
storage methods, vertical record- 
ing should dominate the market by 
1990. 

Although still in the refinement 
stage, advances in optical disk stor- 
age are making this technology a 
real alternative to current media. 
The main advantage of this new 
medium will be capacity, expected 
to be in the area of 25 million me- 
gabytes. Optical disks differ from 
hard disks in the way they are pro- 
duced. Laser beams are used to 
burn small holes in the optical disk 
surface, allowing light to pass 
through holes instead of being re- 
flected, which in turn triggers the 
read mechanism. 

Until recently, data recorded in 
this manner could not be erased, 
so optical disks were intended pri- 
marily as archival storage. Howev- 
er, Matsushita Electric Industrial 
Corp. has announced an erasable 
optical disk. A number of compa- 
nies are experimenting with opti- 
cal disks and Drexler Technology 
Corp. is marketing them.

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Collecting the Toll 


Microcomputers and very high 
level languages have impressive 
capabilities that have led to unex- 
pected increases in user demand 
for computer time. DP depart- 
ments can not control the demand 
through moral persuasion and they 
certainly do not project an image 
of organizational responsibility

when they deny legitimate re- 
quests from users. 

Budget increases of 30% per 
year might keep resources consis- 
tent with demands. When the DP 
budget was 0.5% of total company 
expenses, such an increase might 
be unnoticeable. But when that 
budget represents 5% or 10% of to- 


tal corporate expenses, as it often 
does today, DP managers must de- 
velop a method of eliminating spu- 
rious user requests, as well as en- 
suring that information processing 
resources are used effectively and 
user departments really need the 
services requested. Instituting an 
effective costing system as an inte- 





gral part of the organization’s nor 
mal financial controls is the best 
way to provide the linkage be- 
tween user results and DP expen- 
ditures. 

About three years ago, DP man- 
agers began identifying micros and 
high level languages as major 
threats to even the small amount of 
stability that existed in their world. 
The threat was real, but the source 
of the threat was incorrectly identi- 
fied. 

At one time DP departments be- 
lieved that micros would take pro- 
cessing work away from the central 
computer complex. They even be- 
lieved that users would build large 
application programs to execute 
on the micros. Even more threat- 
ening than reducing demands for 
CPU time, DP people thought that 
micros and high level languages 
would lead users to be less depen- 
dent on DP people and eliminate 
the need for many of their pro- 
grammers. Those perceptions 
seem almost comical now; the situ- 
ation has evolved quite differently. 

Instead, users are employing 
micros for a variety of applications 
that they could not perform on 
mainframes and they are increas- 
ingly demanding mainframes to 
support these jobs. They found 
that a little use of very high level 
languages was really nice, but pro- 
gramming (even with all those 
nice tools) is neither a substitute 
for designing systems nor a way to 
avoid debugging temperamental 
data base applications. Of course, 
they have now seen how powerful 
computing can really be, but that 
just increases their demands for 
more of a good thing. In fact, de- 
mands on the data processing de- 
partment are growing even more 
rapidly than before. 

Are user DP needs fixed so a 
certain number of millions of in- 
structions per second (mips) is 
needed by users each year? If users 
can get 0.1 mips per IBM 370/XT 
and can buy 20 of those micros, 
will users reduce their demand on 
the central computer by two mips? 
It is highly unlikely; users have 
problems they need to solve, and 
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the introduction of additional 
problem-solving tools enables 
them to solve additional problems. 
For every mips shifted off the cen- 
tral complex, several mips wiil be 
added to support the distributed 
computation and the new de- 
mands arising from increased user 
awareness. 

At one computer center the us- 
ers — engineers — began using 
Apple Computer Inc.’s Apple IIs 
and then acquired vast quantities 
of IBM Personal Computers, which 
they integrated into a local-area 
network. The result was that users 
requested direct access to the cen- 
tral IBM 3081 and then, after wait- 
ing nine months, demanded th~. 
own IBM 3083 to support their on- 
line needs for a central processor. 

These needs included both sav- 
ing large amounts of data in a data 
base and performing extensive 
computations which were later in- 
terpreted with the support of the 
micros. Thus, mainframe demands 
have not been off-loaded. Instead, 
they have increased in response to 
the users’ abilities to make use of 
the results. 

When the bulk of users discover 
the elegance of true distributed 
computing and learn how to use 
very high level languages, their de- 
mands for on-line access to the 
mainframe will overwhelm the ca- 
pacity of existing equipment. All 
the pieces are rapidly falling into 
place, and the exponential in- 
crease is starting. 

The new demand also involves 
interactive services to support di- 
rect problem solving. Given no 
constraints on resource consump- 
tion, users can consume nearly any 
amount of computer resources in 
this environment. 

One solution is for DP to decide 
how much of the resources each 
user is entitled to and then cut him 
off when that limit is reached. 
Many DP departments attempt this 
strategy, but users can nearly al- 
ways prove that DP is consistently 
wrong and that DP is attempting to 
usurp their authority, so this alter- 
native is not usually pursued for 
long. 


The problem is that DP person- 
nel are neither competent to judge 
the needs of one user against an- 
other nor competent to judge 
whether business problems can be 
solved just as well without using 
more resources. In addition, the 
DP department would certainly 
cast itself into the role of the per- 
fect scapegoat if it denied services 
to a user who has just received per- 
mission to solve important busi- 
ness problems by using informa- 
tion processing services. 

An effective alternative to at- 
tempted domination of the user is 
for DP to put full responsibility for 
usage on users. With this alterna- 
tive, each user must consider using 
DP resources as well as other re- 
sources, and must adjust his usage 
to the utility that DP services gain 
him. 

The technique involves redis- 
tributing the DP budget to the us- 
ers so that their budgets pay for the 
true costs of providing the DP ser- 
vices they think they need. Of 
course, the users may decide that 
DP does not provide much utility 
after all, and they may further de- 
cide to decrease their use of DP 
dramatically so that they can buy 
new carpet instead. DP managers 
who would worry about such even- 
tualities are probably also very 
worried about whether pigs fly. 
The most drastic decrease in de- 
mand would probably consist of 
reducing the three-year backlog of 
user demands to a mere 18 
months. 

This approach is a vastly differ- 
ent approach than the convention- 
al “‘charge-back”” scheme that has 
frequently proven adequate for sta- 
ble batch services. In the old, sta- 
ble environment, alternatives for 
business management were few, 
and getting a new system opera- 
tional required yeas of prepara- 
tory work and development. An ar- 
bitrary algorithm, based on job 
accounting data, was usually ade- 
quate when a decision about using 
automation was only made every 
five years or so. Even very approxi- 
mate costs were adequate because 
each decision could be considered 





carefully by executives. Those days 
are gone. 

Today, technical alternatives 
abound and the aggregate costs of 
DP have become a significant part 
of total business expenditures. The 
increasing reliance on automation 
requires that trade-off decisions 
must be made with accurate infor- 
mation about the costs of DP ser- 
vices. 


Problem Areas 


If computer cost accounting 
seems more complicated than pre- 
viously described above, you may 
have heard about other panaceas. 
The rewards of a more rational en- 
vironment can be obtained only af- 
ter investing adequate effort to re- 
solve important issues. Some of 
the most common and important 
issues are off-shift costing, under- 
reporting of hardware resources by 
the job accounting system, fixed 
costs associated with some ser- 
vices and personnel costs. 

Unlike the situation 15 years 
ago, the machine capacity of the 
data center is generally chosen to 
satisfy demand during the prime 
shift rather than averaged over 24 
hours for the entire week. During 
the off-shifts, the computer center 
has available resources that are not 
in demand because users need 
more resources during their nor- 
mal work hours. One cost alloca- 
tion technique that recognizes this 
reality is to determine the average 
cost throughout the week as 
though resources were always 
used as heavily as during the prime 
shift. All costs of all resources un- 
used during other shifts are then 
allocated to the demands occur- 
ring during prime shift. This real- 
location allows excess resources to 
be present when needed. 

The result of such a costing ap- 
proach is to give an incentive for 
users to shift work when possible 
to off-hours, but not to force an ac- 
tion that is inappropriate. It pro- 
vides for rational user choice with- 
out administrative fiats from DP 
and gives DP a compelling argu- 
ment for obtaining the required 
equipment. 


THE DATA CENTER 


The job accounting systems sup- 
plied by vendors attempt to report 
the total amount of each resource 
consumed by each job. Unfortu- 
nately, this attempt is certain to fall 
short of its objective because much 
resource consumption can not be 
attributed to individual jobs. Much 
resource consumption is for sup- 
port of services used by many jobs 
(such as IBM’s TSO or IMS) or by 
the system as a whole (for exam- 
ple, MVS). The desire for more ef- 
ficient, more functional systems is 
in conflict with the need for exact 
accounting, and all parties have 
implicitly chosen efficiency and 
functionality over accounting pre- 
cision. 

One of the reasons for this 
choice is the availability of tech- 
niques which correct the degree of 
underreporting for each type of 
service. The types of work per- 
formed in an installation and the 
alternatives used in setting up the 
operating system make the degree 
of underreporting (usually called 
the recovery ratio) unique to each 
computer center. (It’s dangerous 
to use recovery ratios developed 
for another center, but it’s certainly 
far less dangerous than assuming 
that all recovery ratios are equal.) 

If you know the degree of un- 
derreporting, you can _ allocate 
costs appropriately simply by mul- 
tiplying the reported usage by a 
factor. The conventional means for 
performing the analysis is multiple 
linear regression, usually with the 
Statistical Analysis System from the 
SAS Institute, Inc. and the Merrill 
Package written by Barry Merrill, 
which interprets all the unusual 
IBM System Management Facility 
formats. In one installation we per- 
formed this analysis and found that 
reported CPU utilization for inter- 
active TSO was only 53% of allocat- 
ed CPU time, 78% for CICS and its 
associated data base management 
system (DBMS) activity and 93% 
for batch. 

If your growth in demand in- 
volves using TSO to support mi- 
cros and very high level languages, 
a cost allocation system based on 
an average recovery rate will un- 


derallocate costs to that growing 
demand. As a result, those users 
will be encouraged to increase fur- 
ther their demand, and _ stable 
batch users will be confronted 
with increased allocations and no 
increase in usage. At that time you 
will have been successful in deny- 
ing needed services to interactive 
users and increasing costs to batch 
users. Keep that resume up to date 
— or switch to an improved basis 
for allocation. 


Fixed Cost Elements 


The reality of data processing is 
that a number of costs are fixed 
over a period of at least one year. If 
your users want a DBMS with 
which to store data, you will need 
the staff to install, maintain and ad- 
minister that DBMS. Your staff can 
not be acquired (or dismissed, if 
you want any credibility in the job 
market) on short notice. You will 
also need to pay for the heavy costs 
of the DBMS software, the disk 
space, some communications lines 
and maybe a couple of tape drives 
for log files. Should the costs of 
such resources be considered part 
of the total borne by corporate 
overhead? Probably not, but most 
likely the first user should not be 
allocated the entire cost until the 
second user is seduced into using 
the service. 

The problem with using such 
short-term average costing is that it 
will discourage early users — who 
must bear the total fixed costs — 
and encourage late users, who 
only need to consider the small 
portion allocated to them. The net 
effect is to delay the introduction 
of new technology while competi- 
tors are moving ahead and reaping 
its benefits. An alternative is need- 
ed. 

One means to handle the situa- 
tion is to plan the user demand and 
set a reasonable recovery period 
for the service. For example, a two- 
year period might be chosen for 
recovery of fixed costs on a DBMS. 
This would imply that the alloca- 
tion would be below actual costs 
for the first year, and that the allo- 
cation would be above the actual 
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costs for the second year because 
more users would bear the costs 
during the second year. One diffi- 
culty of this approach is the very 
long lead*times for conventional 
DP activities for which five-year re- 
covery periods might be needed. 
The recovery period for services 
involving microcomputers, howev- 
er, should be no more than two 
years; the service may be obsolete 
after that time. 


Personnel Costs 


The costs of your central DP 
hardware are probably exceeded 
by the costs of salary and salary-re- 
lated items by a factor of two or 
three. The number of DP person- 
nel required to aid users for on- 
line services will probably be 
much higher per second of CPU 
time than the old, stable batch 
jobs. The true cost of supplying 
these new services includes the 
impact of having user support peo- 
ple available as well as the costs of 
having system programmers bring 
up interfaces to micros and protec- 
tive mechanisms for high level lan- 
guages (after they have sorted out 
which ones wili work) and the 
costs of providing improved back- 
up services, data security and lo- 
gon authorization. 

Clearly, allocation of personnel 
costs must be based on the actual 
devotion of each person’s effort 
rather than just on an arbitrary 
spreading of services. The actual 
time expended on each activity 
may be determined most easily by 
a work sampling study. Formal re- 
sponsibility statements are usually 
very unreliable because they ig- 
nore realities of the data process- 
ing environment in favor of being 
consistent with internal personnel 
practices. 


Personnel-related expenses 


THE DATA CENTER 


tend to be the largest single con- 
tributor to total data processing 
costs. They deserve special consid- 
eration and should not be spread 
across services on the basis of ac- 
tivity unrelated to their quantity, 
such as CPU consumption. 


Policy 


Suppose you would like to in- 
troduce rationality to this complex 
situation aiid would like to feel 
less exposed to the demands by us- 
ers for unlimited service with lim- 
ited resources. The issues de- 
scribed above are important 
technical points, but they are far 
less important than the policy is- 
sue of how DP resources should be 
allocated. 

This basic issue, however, can 
only be decided in the context of 
the normal financial allocation sys- 
tem in the company. If other ser- 
vices deal with underrecovery and 
overrecovery of costs as variances 
to be explained, then probably DP 
should do the same. On the other 
hand, if they use an additional as- 
sessment (proportional to usage) 
to cover underrecovery, then that 
technique may be appropriate for 
DP: 

Change in policy is inherently 
threatening. You can anticipate 
that users, particularly those with 
political power in the organiza- 
tion, will feel they may lose the 
prerogatives they have gained and 
that they will oppose any change 
in policy. The responsibility for 
decisions would certainly change 
with the introduction of economic 
decision-making, so many users 
will bring up issues, both legiti- 
mate and spurious, that will delay 
any change. Astute DP manage- 
ment will have positions ready on 
the most important topics. 

A practical approach includes 


the following steps: 

1. Set DP’s desired objectives 
for a DP cost-allocation system. 

2. Identify the major types of 
services (probably no more than 
seven). 

4. Do an initial cost identifica- 
tion and allocation based on other 
installations’ recovery rates. 

4. Compute the change, both 
absolute and percentage, that 
would occur in each user’s budget 
due to allocating DP’s budget to 
users. 

5. Estimate the growth in each 
user department’s budget over the 
next two years, particularly for 
probable demand growth arising 
from micros and other interactive 
services. 

6. Document a potential ap- 
proach to integrate the allocation 
system into the firm’s normal fi- 
nancial controls and discuss the 
approach with the people respon- 
sible for internal management ac- 
counting. 

7. Talk individually with major 
users about your suggestions and 
how a policy change would impact 
them. 

8. Formally propose the change 
in policy. 

9. Refine computations and be 
prepared to address technical and 
policy issues as they are raised by 
users, as well as by executive man- 
agement. 

The reward of all this activity is 
a more rational information sys- 
tems environment based upon ac- 
curate cost allocation. The threat is 
technology’s rapid change with 
subsequent increased user de- 
mand.o

DP losses range from the mundane to the bizzare. Insuring a firm’s information processing 
operation is part of the overall disaster planning process. 


As computers become more prevalent in society, 
their increased usage also creates new risks. To com- 
bat these risks, users of information processing sys- 
tems and providers of software and services require 
specialized insurance underwriting. 

A good DP insurance package can offer nearly com- 
plete protection from all losses or damage to hard- 
ware, data or media. In addition, insurers of DP instal- 
lations and vendors often provide technical support 


and valuable risk management assistance to help their 
clients prevent or minimize losses. Examining the op- 
tions available with specialized DP coverage forces 
the policyholder, the underwriter and the agent to 
evaluate all the risks of the computer center. 

The reasons some companies do not buy special- 
ized DP insurance vary. Some users do not realize 
such special coverage is available or they do not rec- 
ognize the limitations of their conventional business 





contents coverage. Also their 
agents or brokers may not recog- 
nize the advantages offered by spe- 
cialized DP insurance. Folding DP 
risks into a general property insur- 
ance program can be dangerous 
because these policies inadvertant- 
ly diminish the attention given to 
the computer operation. As a re- 
sult, risks specifically pertinent to 
DP can be overlooked. For exam- 
ple, most general property policies 
would not usually cover the full 
cost of reproduction of data. These 
policies also offer limited cover- 
age for mechanical breakdowns 
and electrical injury. All of these 
perils are covered with a deduct- 
ible in most computer policies but 
not in conventional business cov- 
erage. 

Data processing losses can 
range frorn the mundane to the bi- 
zatre — from spilling coffee on a 
keyboard to terminated employees 
scrambling records during the last 
days of their employment. A brief 
description of some actual com- 
puter losses illustrates the variety 
DP 


and differing amounts of 
losses: 

@A memory board was Stolen 
upon delivery at a new computer 
room while the room was being 


renovated by workmen — a 
$48,000 loss. 

@A subsidiary of a large Mid- 
western bank performed computer 
data services for other banks. Be- 
cause of a computer programming 
error, the wrong interest was 
charged to 73 client banks, result- 
ing in a $25,000 loss. 

® Noticing a strange noise in 
the machines (apparently a head 
crash), a programmer cut the pow- 
er to the computer. After telephon- 
ing the standby operator for help, 
the programmer was told to go 
ahead. In doing so, further damage 
was incurred. Ultimately, three 
disks were erased and another par- 
tially erased, resulting in a $30,000 
data loss and a $12,000 business in- 
terruption loss. 

@A fire which occurred in a 
high-rise office building caused 
severe damage to an insurance 
company’s computer center, even 


ag 


though the center was not directly 
involved in the fire. Smoke and 
residue from the blaze entered the 
computer room when a false door 
was accidentally smashed during 
the process of extinguishing the 
fire. The smoke alone caused ex- 
tensive damage to the system’s 
disk drives and losses reached half 
a million dollars. 

Water damage is the most fre- 
quent kind of loss (broken pipes, 
flood and so forth) suffered by 
large computer installations. For 
losses over $5,000 on DP systems, 
water damage accounts for 35% of 
the losses. Other losses can be at- 
tributed to mechanical, electrical, 
fire, lightning and burglary in or- 
der of frequency. 

Specialized DP insurance pack- 
ages can be designed to repair and 
to replace equipment and media as 
well as pay the full cost of data re- 
production. There is flexibility in 
determining the insured value of 
the equipment. Actual cash value 
will compensate for a loss based 
on the replacement cost of the 
equipment less depreciation. Re- 
placement cost valuation will pay 
for the total cost of replacing the 
equipment with no depreciation. 
An upgraded value option is partic- 
ularly relevant for DP equipment. 
Upgraded value options are an en- 
hancement that some DP insurers 
have either adopted or are explor- 
ing. This option allows a policy- 
holder to replace equipment with 
up-to-date, higher valued equip- 
ment, providing the new equip- 
ment was planned as a future pur- 
chase and is within the limits of 
insurance. In this type of coverage 
the user would be required to sup- 
ply the insurance company with a 
description of machines in use and 
describe the appropriate upgrade 
equipment and its costs. This type 
of coverage only applies to totally 
damaged equipment. 

If computer equipment is 
leased or rented the user must re- 
view the agreement to determine 
any liability for damage io the 
equipment. A user may be com- 
pletely responsible for damage, re- 
sponsible for a limited value or 


only for losses from specified per- 
ils. Data processing insurance will 
also tailor coverages and the pre- 
mium charge to the specific obli- 
gations of leased or rented equip- 
ment. 

Most users already have conven- 
tional business interruption insur- 
ance under a blanket policy, but 
savvy users should consider aug- 
menting that coverage with com- 
puter breakdown endorsements. 
Conventional business interrup- 
tion coverage tends to focus on the 
assembly line, sales or distribution 
facility, not on the unique expo- 
sure resulting from dependence 
on the computer center. A few in- 
surers have recognized this prob- 
lem and a computer breakdown 
coverage endorsement now can be 
added to a firm’s business inter- 
ruption coverage. This addition ex- 
pands the coverage to include 
computer center breakdowns as 
well as resulting extra expenses 
and loss of earnings. Business in- 
terruption insurance protects reve- 
nue flow while extra expense cov- 
ers operation after loss in adverse 
circumstances. 

As companies are involved in 
more on-line processing, using 
their computers to track shipping 
or inventory activities, their risks 
heighten. A disaster in a computer 
center with heavy on-line use can 
greatly affect a company’s future 
revenues. 

During such a breakdown in op- 
erations, a company may incur ex- 
tra expenses while using an alter- 
nate computer site to maintain 
operations and keep the business 
going. 

Although a major mechanical 
breakdown in a computer center 
probably is covered by the com- 
puter vendor’s maintenance agree- 
ment, the vendor is probably not 
responsible for the consequential 
loss of earnings or the incurred ex- 
penses of renting equipment to 
keep operating. Besides putting a 
value on equipment, the value of 
data and media can be determined 
by tracking the cost of the initial 
preparation. These expenses in- 
clude personnel costs, overhead, 





computer time, outside consul- 
tants, and the cost of media (re- 
placing blank disks and tapes.) 
Add to this the additional expense 
incurred if recreating the data must 
be done on a rush basis. Such addi- 
tional expenses may include over- 
time, outside temporary person- 
nel, additional office space, 
computer time purchased from 
others, reimbursements to custom- 
ers or clients for their help in re- 
creating information and the cost 
of shipping the material. 

The amount of insurance car- 
ried to cover these perils should 
be regularly reviewed and adjusted 
to reflect current backup and copy- 
ing procedures. This is particularly 
true when changing from batch to 
on-line processing. 

In deciding how much insur- 
ance to buy, it is critical for the 
user to determine the exposure of 
the data, media and the hardware 
as well as the potential for busi- 
ness interruption or extra expense 
loss. Some companies offer work- 
sheets for the methodology to de- 
termine this, but the ultimate deci- 
sion must be made by the 
corporate risk manager and the DP 
manager with some support from 
underwriters and brokers. As men- 
tioned previously, replacement 
cost coverage for hardware can 
change from year to year, depend- 


ing on the availability and obsoles- 
cence of the equipment. Hardware 
purchased for $1 million three 
years ago may cost only $700,000 
to replace today. Also, insured 
equipment that is to be replaced 
should be readily available. Re- 
placement coverage will not help 
if the replacement equipment can- 
not be obtained when it’s needed. 

The cost of DP insurance is 
based on the degree of the risk. 
Rates are generally quite inexpen- 
sive. To insure $10 million of hard- 
ware in a large bank data center, 
the rate could vary from 10 to 25 
cents per hundred dollars, which 
translates to between $10,000 and 
$25,000 in annual premiums. The 
rate can be lower for a truly superi- 
or installation where a good loss 
prevention program has been im- 
plemented. 

Rating is subjective. Underwrit- 
ers compare the quality of manage- 
ment of the data center to that of 
other similiar data centers. They 
also evaluate tl.e potential for loss. 
Factors affecting the rates include 
the use of deductibles (a common 
deductible is $5,000), the extent of 
loss prevention measures such as 
halon fire extinguishing systems, 
security, power protection devices 
and the quality of a firm’s disaster 
recovery plan. 

Business interruption insurance 


is usually a separate charge from 
data processing “‘all-risk’”’ cover- 
age. Depending on the length of 
time a user needs to be covered for 
a breakdown, the rate will general- 
ly be two to three times what is 
charged for on an equipment poli- 
cy. Extra expense costs can be sig- 
nificant if the company does not 
have an agreement with a hot site, 
shell site, service bureau or mutu- 
al-aid partner to get key data run- 
ning again. Hot sites provide al- 
most uninterrupted computer use 
following a disaster, but that capa- 
bility is expensive. If the hot site 
requires an up-front deposit, the 
extra expense costs can add up. 
However, the extra expense is usu- 
ally minimal compared to the loss 
of income which would result 
without the hot site alternative. 
Again the rating techniques for ex- 
tra expense coverages are highly 
subjective. 

Another factor users must con- 
sider in determining how much in- 
surance to purchase is potential 
damages from products offered by 
software vendors and service firms. 
Vendors of software and services 
traditionally have used business 
contracts to limit their responsibil- 
ity for a customer’s financial loss. 
“Errors and omission” insurance is 
becoming important to vendors 
because it provides legal defense 


High-Risk Industries 


Because data processing is so crucial to busi- 


nesses today, some DP insurers have developed 
special coverages for industries that have special 
DP exposures. Financial institutions are major us- 
ers of data processing technology and they are sub- 
ject to some unique DP exposures. As banks be- 
come more automated they increase their DP risks 
with electronic funds transfer (EFT), automated 
teller machines, home banking and an increasing 
reliance on computer software and services from 
vendors. These special risks have bankers and in- 
surers focusing on new risk management alterna- 
tives and insurance coverages in the areas of legal 
liability, disaster recovery and computer security. 
Much of today’s banking business depends on 
daily DP support for such operations as direct de- 


posit accounts and EFT. Interruption of either of 
these two functions, for even one or two days, can 
cause significant financial loss. Insuring a bank’s 
“float” is receiving increased attention in conjunc- 
tion with DP disaster recovery planning, because 
this unique revenue can easily exceed $1 million 
per day. 

Another industry that has unique DP exposures 
is manufacturing. Production processes or ship- 
ping inventories are often on-line and if the com- 
puter system is down, operations halt. This prob- 
lem can be met by attaching a computer 
breakdown coverage endorsement to a blanket 
earnings and extra expense form. Few insurers of- 
fer this relatively new coverage, and it fills a crucial 
gap in DP insurance protection. 





expenses and damages for inci- 
dents where business contracts do 
not limit liability. 

Users contracting with vendors 
in the software and services indus- 
try should recognize that without 
an errors and omission policy, ven- 
dors may not be able to pay for 
damages, even if they were award- 
ed by a court. It is prudent then for 
users to require certificates of such 
insurance from vendors’ with 
whom they are contracting. 

The really important issue is not 
insurance per se, but the ability of 
a firm to survive a disaster. Insur- 
ance should be planned as a sup- 
plement to prudent risk manage- 
ment and should not take the place 
of a good disaster recovery plan. 

In addition to data processing 
coverage, an insurance company 
with expertise in information pro- 
cessing underwriting can offer the 
user valuable technical support. 
Experienced DP insurance under- 
writers and agents can carefully 
evaluate a company’s data process- 
ing exposures and develop the 
best insurance program to protect 
against those exposures. 

Also, a company familiar with 
the DP field can offer advice on 
loss prevention practices and risk 
management techniques to help 
reduce risk and reduce the cost 


and amount of insurance neces- 
sary. For example, effective data 
backup procedures can reduce the 
amount of insurance needed to re- 
produce data. 

Risk management and disaster 
planning are key to a DP insurance 
program. Insurance is not the only 
protection device. There are many 
loss prevention practices which 
can supplement the protection af- 
forded by insurance. 

To survive a total data center 
loss a company should have a di- 
saster recovery plan. Neither insur- 
ance nor a disaster recovery plan 
alone can eliminate all loss from a 
computer disaster, but together 
the two methods can mitigate the 
financial loss resulting from a ma- 
jor DP disaster. 

A sound disaster recovery plan 
should be capable of quickly get- 
ting the data center up and running 
again. Components of a disaster re- 
covery plan include back-up sites, 
duplication and offsite storage of 
key data, commitments from hard- 
ware vendors for quick delivery of 
replacement hardware and rein- 
stallation of communication lines. 
Communications is a most signifi- 
cant issue, as a two- to three-week 
delay in replacing lines could se- 
verely impede the operation of a 
firm. In this case, a user would uti- 


lize a fully operational hot site in- 
stead of a shell site, which is quite 
expensive. 

When formulating a disaster re- 
covery plan, one should not over- 
look the less obvious details nec- 
essary for restoring data processing 
capability. Seemingly inconse- 
quential items such as data and 
voice communications, the avail- 
ability of company forms and doc- 
umentation agreements with ser- 
vice providers are vital factors in 
the process of recovering from a 
computer disaster. 

The key to creating an effective 
and responsive disaster recovery 
plan is total cooperation between 
the risk manager, the DP manager, 
the agent or broker and the insur- 
ance underwriter. Firms often em- 
ploy the services of consultants 
who specialize in disaster recovery 
planning. The task is too large for a 
risk manager alone. And a compa- 
ny should not rely solely on its 
agent or broker to formulate a 
plan.o

The following index has been designed to provide an overview of the printer prod- 
ucts contained in this section of the buyer’s guide. Printers have been indexed according 
to the type of print technique used for output — band, belt, chain/train, daisywheel, dot 
matrix, drum, electrosensitive; ink-jet, laser, thermal matrix and thimble printers.

The index to disk drives has been divided according to the technology on which the 
drive is based — rigid or Winchester. Winchester disk drives are sealed units that contain 
high-density rigid disks and floating read/write heads. The last category of the index con- 
tains fixed drives which are not classified in either of the above sections. Within each 
category, the products have been arranged in alphabetical order by vendor. Each listing 
in the index contains information on the vendor, drive name, storage capacity and wheth- 
er the capacity is formatted or unformatted, disk diameter, price with or without control- 
ler and the page number on which the complete product listing can be found. 

The disk drive product listings have been sorted into sections by drive technology 
type and, within each section, the products have been broken down according to the ca- 
pacity range of the disks that run on the drive. Rigid disk drives have been subdivided 
according to the following ranges: over 500M bytes, 201M to 500M bytes, 101M to 200M 
bytes and under 100M bytes. Drives employing Winchester technology have been subdi- 
vided starting with those drives that have over 700M bytes of storage, followed by the 
201M- to 700M-byte capacity range, the 101M- to 200M-byte range, the 20M- to the 
100M-byte range and the under 20M-byte range.
